LAST week's iinpressive preliminary list of subscriptions to 
the Central British Fund for German Jewry gave a worthy lead. 
We hope that it is being followed with generosity and alacrity. 
‘This 1s, emphatically, not a case in which not only the first list 
but all the lists can be left to moneyed men. The call is to 
every Jew, ~ each according to the gift of his hand.’ because 
German Jewry are his kindred, and because his honour is assailed 
by the Nazi onslaught, whether he be rich or poor. We have 
to respond as a totality to our brothers’ cry. It is a test not 
only of our charity but of our solidarity, and it ts a test of our 
sincerity, too. How much are you indignant? How much do 
you resent the degradation of your German fellow-Jews, and the 
inferential slur cast upon all our people? Angry words alone 
cannot fill empty stomachs. Public meetings cannot settle 
Expressions of pity 
cannot rescue little Jewish children from the torments of Nazi- 
infected schools. And an inadequate response will not convince 
the world that the Jews have entered, in earnest, what is and 
must be the fight of their lives. This is no moment for excuses 
and half-measures. We have, in the colloquial phrase, to turn 
our pockets out. Nobody can say what sum will be required to 
cope with this unexampled emergency. We cannot tell what 
it may cost to prevent a whole Community from drowning. We 
only know that the charge will be heavy, and that it can only 
be met on the lavish and even heroic scale of giving. Heaven 
preserve us from falling short of appreciation of the realities of 
this terrible crisis. Such an outcome to all our speeches and 
protests would be a calamity to our self-respect as well as to 
HITLER'S victims, The humble contributions of the poor are 
welcome. But the better-to-do among us must rise to the full! 
height of the momentous occasion and be ready not only to 
give but to sacrifice. There are plenty of ill-disposed non-Jews 
who will lose notime in pointing the finger of scorn at Jewish 
higgardliness and who will distount all our verbal demonstra- 
tions of horror accordingly. Let us not give them a handle to 


blaspheme, but make our Fund something of which we can be 
proud, something which will pass muster with the most exacting 
conscience, and something which will carry solid relief and 
comfort to our stricken brethren robbed of those liberties which 
we in these happy islands so joyfully cherish.

It remains as timely as ever, for the Nazi oppression continues in 
all its rigour, and it comes at a moment when other happenings 
and anxieties have combined to banish events in Germany from the 
forefront of the stage. Most important of all, it will be held a 
few days after the assemblage of the World Economic Conference, 
and will be a potent reminder to the statesmen assembled in London 
of circumstances and considerations which they niighe otherwise 
forget, The meeting, like the Intercession Service, is to take place 
at the Queen's Hall, which, twenty-seven vears ago, resounded to 
ihe noble protests against the Russian persecution. There is occa- 
sion for painful reflection in the fact that, after the lapse of a 
generation, men of goodwill should again have to come together to 
plead for the ordinary liberties and decencies of life, and that it is 
again the Jews on whose behalf their voices will be raised. The 
chief speaker this time will be the Archbishop of Canterbury, who 
thus upholds a great tradition consecrated by past effort. His 
audience, including that veteran fighter for Liberal ideals, Lord 
Buckmaster (a former Lord Chancellor), whe will eceupy the chair, 
will, it is hoped and expected, he non-Jewish in character. Jews 
have given ringing utterance to their feelings. It is fitting. that 
this clinax to the many demonstrations in which leaders of British 
public life have participated, should be the voice of the noblest of 
the exponents of Christianity in these islands. Is it too much to 
hope that it will reach their fellow-citizens in Germany, and, in 
particular, the Protestant Church in that tragically 
eountry ?

“"Tarbut’s” Brave Work. 


A word of praise ought to be said of the really gallant 
effort of the Tarbut—the Society for Hebrew Education in Poland— 
to provide instruction for the Jewish children of that country. 
An exhibition of its work has recently been shown and was well worth 
a visit. This excellent body runs no fewer than’ 815 schools. 
staffed by 1,200 teachers, and accommodating 37,000 pupils. They 
include kindergartens, elementary and secondary 
teachers’ seminaries. In addition, it provides 676 evening classes, 
containing more than 22,000 pupils, publishes books and organises 
libraries, and in many instances it feeds the pupils too. Altogether a 
remarkable piece of self-help, carried on without financial assistance 
from the Polish Government. Equally impressive are the quality 
of the education given and the aims which determine it. Almost 
all the lessons are given in Hebrew. They range from Hebrew 
language and literature and Jewish history to the normal! 
curriculum of a good modern school, including languages, science, 
and handicrafts. Above all, one of the primary objects is the 
cultural preparation of the young to become good and useful 
citizens of Palestine. Indeed, Palestine is at the very centre of the 
thoughts of those who administer the schools, and it is noteworthy

To the Editor of THe JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir.—THE JEWISH CHRONICLE this week contains. an advertise- 
ment of a dinner to be held on July Sed on behalf of the Jewish 
Religious Education Board. 

We write this letter to vou at amoment:- when the Jewish Com- 
munity is, we hope and trust, searching its pocket to find the 
largest possible sum which it can givetothe Relief Fund announced 
in your paper last week. We know how urgent and how necessary 
this appeal is and how every one of the Community must make a 
personal sacrifice in order that suflficrent money is obtained to he lp 
our co-religionists who are persecuted, but we do hope that the 
Community will not forget the religious education of the Jewish 
children in London. 

It is essential that our children should be properly educated in 
their religion, aud as you, Sir, stated in your leading article of 
27th January this year, it is a matter of life and death.

That World 
Jewish Conference. 


HE American Jewish Congress has decided to convene an 


International Jewish Conference next year. It is not too 
early to inquire what the rest of the Jewish world is going to do 
about it. This Conference question seems to have some uncanny 
or sinister power of raising bitter controversy among us. Why, I 
don't know—unless it be because of the personal clement, always 
so productive of animosity. I submit that the time has come to 
thrust minor considerations into the background and to lay hold, 
once for all, ofthe major issue. Is it to the interests of World Jewry, 
and of German Jewry in particular, that a general conclave of our 
people should be summoned? Our own Board of Deputies has twice 
considered the question. On the first occasion, it had before ita 
resolution by a private member asking it to call an International 
Jewish Conference. No decision was taken, and the resolution was 
withdrawn. On the second occasion, the Deputies received an 
invitation from the American Congress to take part in a gathering 
nt Geneva, which was to consider whether a World Jewish Con. 
ference should be summoned. The Joint Foreign Committee 
slvocated the rejection of the invitation, but only carried the day 
by four votes, after the interruption of the proceedings by a sitting 
in camera. tt is obvious from this that the Deputies. as a body, 
had no very strong feeling against the proposal! 


|e is worth while to recall now the arguments advanced against 

it in the Deputies’ debate. Mr. Montefiore urged that the 
deliberations at the suggested Conference would be almost exclu- 
sively concerned with the German situation as it then existed 
(July of. last year), and that it was by its effect on Germany 
end on the fight which German Jews were making that the 
desirability of the Conference had to be judged. We can now see of 
how much, or how little, avail Mr. Montefiore’s well-meant prudence 
was. The Deputies and many other leading bodies abstained; but 
Hitler -has not been impressed and. German Jewry lies in. the 
dust! The “ fight” has been lost, despite the caution displayed tm 
London. The anti-Conference speakers played upon the natural 
anxieties of the Board. The fears expressed by some German Jews 
as to what might happen to them if the Conference met were 
adduced in emotional language. The secret sitting was ordered, so 
that the facts might be told, and the appeal to terror won by four 
votes. But the Deputies could have been spared the warning that 
“the German Jews were living on the top of a volcano, which might 
become active at any moment.’ The Board held aloof from the 
Conference, but the volcano is in eruption all the same! Then, 
again, there were fears that the Conference would be held 
behind closed doors, and that our enemies would set their evi! 
imaginations to work on the fantasy of secret Jewish conventicies 
plotting the downfall of the nations. But I venture to suggest 
that there is no need to-day, if there was even then, for secrecy. A 
World Conference of Jews would have nothing to conceal, It would 
meet to debate grievances known of all men, and the greater its 
publicity and the further its protest carried, the better for the 
Jewish cause. As for the stigma supposed to attach to the word 
international, when employed in relation to Jews, | have no patience 
with it. Nazism is international, if ever a movement was! See it 
at work to-day—in Austria, in Danzig,in Holland and so forth! Its 
leaders are not afraid of being called “ international.” But always 
and everywhere, what is proper for others is most improper 
for Jews, and not only improper but dangerous! Finally, it was 
said in the Deputies’ debate that the preliminary Conference at 
Geneva would not be a representative one, as important Jewish 
organisations would be absent. But all Jewish bodies have it in 
their power to make a new Conference representative. All they 
need do is to pack up their trunks and go to it! 


HERE is to-day, alas, nothing to tremble for in such an 
assembly. The German Jews? What infamy could the Nazis 
think of that they have not already contrived? What weapon 
could they forge that they have not already used ? The cry of “Wolf!” 
has no terrors for us now. The wolf has fallen on the lambs and 
we have to save what can be saved, and save others.from the wolves 
who are prowling elsewhere! The World Jewish Congress should 
not be delayed for a year. It should be called at the earliest 
practicable moment. It should be a gathering of World Jewry— 
our people speaking to the nations at last from a World Jewish 
Tribune, with one voice and not many. It should solemnly formulate 
a demand to the nations for security and freedom for the Jew, and 
should call upon them to say what, in the alternative, they propose to 
do. It could make proposals of its own, such as the much-discussed 
one for an international convention against anti-Semitism. It 
could deliver a double rat-tat on the doors of the League of Nations 
and summon that body to action, with insistence and authority. 
And it could also tackle the relief problem of the German Jews on 
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concerted lines; and, therefore, with increased effect. Above all, 
it could rally the best minds in the world to the support of a cause, 
Which is, after all, not a Jewish cause 
ensure that any action that resulted 
sustuined! The Conference should not hoe 
merels if only agains 


alone, and take steps to 
Was international and

the time when the non-Jewish agitation 
against Germany dwindles. It should declare its intention to 
remain in being to watch events and take action. so long as Jewish 
conditions remain as they ure. The world would have to reckon 
With an organised and united Jewry. It would pay heed, and 
the oppresed among our ‘people would = take hope ; while, in 
the mutual communings in the Conference, who knows what 
new ideas and plans might take Shape, fraught with blessing 
to our people? There is nothing to lose by calling the Conference. 
and much that may be forfeit by refusal. The President of the 
Deputies has declared an open mind about it. H» will realise, as 
will many former opponents, that things have changed since the 


Deputies’ last vote, and perhaps personalities may be less in evid®nee,

(‘ommunists of the crime, as otherwise she would be arrested for spreading 
information about atrocities. 

In some places the authorities have refused to continue the payment 
of pensions to widows of Jewish officials. 

A message has reached the Warsaw Agudah Israel circles from Berlin 
stating that as a result of the recent appeal of the Swiss Agudah leader, 
(‘onsul Guggenheim, to the Pope, the Nazis have initiated reprisals against 
the Agudah leaders in Germany. Consul Guggenheim’s son, who owns a 
store in Germany, has been arrested. 

In view of the abandonment of the earlier intentions of the Govern- 
ment to mark all Jewish shops as establishments belonging to Jews, the 
Nazis have now adopted new boycott tactics. They are opening offices 
which are distributing special signboards to “Aryan” businesses, The 
sion boards have on them the old Imperial Flag and the Swastika emblem 
and the inscription: “German Business,” 

Arbitrary interferences by Nazi organizations with business concerns 
are sharply denounced by the Commissary for Trade, Herr Wagner, in an 
official decree. He says: “1 still frequently receive reports that groups 
of party comrades or persons assoc iated with the party combine as * fivhtirig 
leagues’ to undertake unauthorised interference with trade. They fix prices, 
remove people from their positions, close undertakings and appoint com- 
missaries, These senseless acts of reprehensible self-interest merely impede 
the pr ess of restoring German trade to health and providing work for the 
millions of unemployed.” He therefore orders that: “ All the fighting 
leagues which have been formed in the sphere of. busmess, no matter. what 
name they have given themselves, are hereby dissolved. Only the fighting 
league of the trading middle classes, founded and led by Party Comrade 
von Rentelm, is to be maintained,” Herr Wagner adds that Nazi officials 
must in future hand over to the courts all persons who, without instructions 
from the Government or a public authority, represent themselves to be 
commissaries in connection with business undertakings. 

The Prussian Minister of Education, Dr. Rust, has issued a circular 
to the State Presidents and District Presidents, in which he says: “I learn 
that certain Principals of higher educational institutions have already pre- 
ceeded to exclude students of non-Aryan origin and to some extent also 
subjects of foreign States, Such action is not permissible. They must wait 
for the detailed regulations of the Minister of the Interior governing the law 
against the overcrowding of German schools and universities, and the 
ordinances which I shall then issue, I instruct you to order that those who 
have wrongfully been excluded be readmitted without delay.”

view has in ontestably been driven irom wide circles of the free profe eslons 
by the Jewish business spirit. This spirit must be eradicated from our pro- 
fessions and every possibility of its return prevented, “o far as it has already 
penetrated the corruption must be stamped out by the most drastic means. 


We German doctors, therefore, demand the exclusion of all Jews from medical 


treatment of our fellow-countrymen, because the Jew is the incarnation 
of mendacity and fraud.” 

A book has made its appearance in Berlin in German, English and 
French, denying the atrocities. The book will also appear in many other 
European languages. Its author is stated to be an “ impartial ” foreign 
observer, a non-Jew. The book was published by the Jewish firm of Herr 
Jacob Trachtenberg and contains the declarations of the Nazi Ministers 
deprecating acts of violence and the denials of the atrocities which have 
recently leaked out abroad. 

About 5,600 Jewish actors and employees in theatres and places of 
amusement have lost their employment. Efforts are being made in various 
places to organise Jewish concerts, at which the dismissed artists appear 
and the profits of which are used to alleviate their distress. 

A meeting of the German cattle dealers has decided to oust the 8.000 
Jewish dealers from their occupations. 

The authorities in Saxony have prohibited the sale of Kasher milk. 

Professor Shimeon Dubnow, the well-known Jewish historian, }as 
decided to transfer his home to Riga. 

The office of the ExcycLoppia JuUpaica is being removed from Berlin 
to Zurich. 

Professor Martin Buber has been dismissed from Frankfort University 
and has left for Switzerland.

Why an Indian Student was Imprisored. 


CONTEMPTUOUS TREATMENT OF BRITISH CITIZENSHIP. 


An Indian student, Mr. D. K. Gupta, studying at Berlin 
University has just returned to London from Germany full of 
indignation atthe treatment which has been meted out to him. His 
story, related to our representative, is as follows: 

He went to Berlin six months ago to do research work at the 
Univergity. After a few weeks he decided to organise a club, called 
“The International Club,’ which was not for political, but for 
purely social, purposes. He was the General Secretary and Mr. 
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Geoffrey Fraser, who has now been released from goal, was appointed 
President. A few months ago the Police Authorities of Munich issued 
“a proclamation that if any attempt were made on the life of Hitler 
there would be a general massacre of the Jews all over Germany. 
Mr. Fraser protested against this proclamation in an article Which 
he wrote for the Cutcaco Tribune, of which he was formerly the 
Berlin Correspondent. In that article Mr. Fraser stoutly defended 
the cause of the German Jews. 

“The club,” said Mr. Gupta, “ consisted of members of eighteen 
different nationalities, and the majority were Jews. It was opened 
four months ago, and we were pursuing our peaceful activities 
when suddenly, one Friday night, members of. the Brown Shirts. 
ussisted bx plain-clothes policemen, all armed, entered the club 
and asked us for our passports. Having produced these. 1. 
together with the English members and the Social Secretary of 
the club, was asked to accompany them to the police station. 
There we were kept all night with nothing to eat. At half-past 
five next morning a police van arrived, and we wert transported 
to the head police prison in the Alexanderplatz. The Social 
Secretary was put in a cell and my English colleague and myself 
were put in another one. No charge was preferred against us and 
when we asked what we had done the door was banged in our 
faces! The Englishman in question was released after two days 
and so was the Social Secretary. On the following Sunday certain 
questions were put to me by the officials concerning the Club as to 
why we allowed so many Jews to be members. 1! replied that it 
was an International Club without any racial prejudices and that, 
therefore, we had no right to discriminate against Jews. lt was told 
that | would be released in the morning, but | was not. 

“ For food | was given black bread without any butter, coffee 
without milk, and porridge with water.” 

Continuing his story, Mr. Gupta said that, after a further two 
days, he was removed to an isolated cell where he was kept until 
May jrd. He wanted to write to the British Consul but no opportu 
nity was afforded him of doing so. He wrote three letters from the 
prison, but these letters never reached their destination. 

“| was sent to Hamburg,’ he proceeded, “ by special prison van 
on May 4th and was kept in prison until the 6th. I persisted in 
usking why | was being kept in prisen but I got no reply, the door 
ilways being banged in my face. While in prison I could see other 
prisoners with marks and scars on their bodies, people who had been 
brutally lashed and beaten by the Nazis. On May 6th I was ordered 
out of the country and told that if | returned I should get six weeks 
imprisoument. An expulsion order was issued. t had about forty 
Marks when | was taken into prison in Berlin and all except three 
Marks was taken from me. When they ordered me out of the 
country they told me that my passage was booked to London. But 
this was not true, for when | got to Grimsby [ was told that no 
ticket was available to London and lt found myself stranded. 
Fortunately, an Englishman very kindly paid my fare.” 


“Getting At” the English*Press. 
First-Hand Evidence. 


An American journalist in close contact with the Nazi Paris, 
who has just returned to London after a few days’ visit to Berlin, 
throws further light upon the distorted mentality which animates 
the Nazis towards the Jewish population. My informant, who for 
obvious reasons does not want his name disclosed, told me in an 
interview (writes a representative of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE) that 
the discrimination against Jews has been extended to all private 
businesses. He is not a Jew. and quite frankly he admitted that he 
himself had not been altogether unsympathetic with some of the 
aspirations of the Nazi movement, but that after having seen for 
himself the depths to which the Nazis stoop in their Jew-baiting he 
is definitely antagonistic to this part of their programme. 

One of the things which he confirmed they are doing in 
their endeavour to stamp out German Jewry is to appoint com. 
mittees among the employees of the various firms to see that, so far 
us possible, no Jews are employed. His own firm have an office an 
Berlin where one of the members of these committees installs him. 
self, whenever he wants to, in the Director's chair. “ It's all nothing 
but a farce,’ added my informant. The firm in question has one or 
two Jewish employees, and he was told by the member of this com. 
mittee that it would be in the interests of his organisation to get 
rid of them. His reply was that, so far as he was concerned, there 
was no question of differentiating between Jew and non-Jew so 
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long as he wasthe vice-president of the organisation, It was pathetio 
to see how those employees who only a few months ago had worked 
on terms of the utmost cordiality with their Jewish colleagues 
now sneered and jeered at them, 

Another fact which he cited concerning the blind fanaticism of 
the ruling party in Germany was that by a majority of votes a 
meeting of the Press Photographers’ Association asked all the Jewish 
members to resign, failing which they would be “ thrown out.” Aa 
“« matter of fact, not a single Jew appeared at this particular meeting 
lor the very good reason that they had been told that their presence 
would be met with violence. A resolution was also passe at this 
meeting that those working for firms employing Jews shoukl do 
everything in their power to undermine the efficiency of that firm. 

He also related to me the following incident. He happened to be 
present at the Foreign Office one day in conference with one of 
Hitler's henchman when the telephone bell rang. The language of 
the telephone conversation was, after a few minutes. changed into 
that of Dutch, which Janguage he (my informant) understood 
Huently. The trend of the conversation was the decision to flood 


‘the English newspaper offices with letters to the Editors refuting 


the facts concerning the persecution of the Jews. 
was prominently mentioned in this 
TIMES, Which the Nazis are striving tooth and nail to convert to 
their cause. Lt is of interest. in this connection, to note that the 
members of the foreign press in Germany are no longer in touch 
with the Foreign Office as they used to he, because the overwhelm 
ing majority of them are disgusted with the policy pursued by the 
Nazi regime against the Jews. 

He expressed the opinion that the boycott was the strongest 
weapon which the Jews had,

| Jewish Agency Appeal. 

An international appeal for a Palestine Fund for German Jews, in 
co-operation with the Keren Ha yesod and the Keren Kayemeth Leisrael, 
has been launched by the Jewish Agency for Palestine over the names of 
the following signatories : Lord Cecil. T. Lloyd George. Sir Herbert Samuel, 
(;eneral Smuts, Cyrus Adler, Morris Rothenberg. Nahum Sokolow, Felix 
Warburg and Chaim Weizmann, The object of the Fund is to provide a 
permanent home in Palestine for German refugees, and it will purchase land, 
assist industrial undertakings and artisans, furnish credits, support the 
private enterprise of persons with means, encourage the settlement of 
chalutzim and generally facilitate transition to new occupations, An effort 
will be made to enable Jewish scholars and scientists to continue their work 
in Palestine. 

Collections for this Fund will not be made in the British Isles, where the 
British Central Fund for German Jews has been established, which by 
arrangement with the Jewish Agency— will allocate a substantial proportion 
of. its collection to Palestine. Also in other countries, where by similar 


agreements joint appeals are launched, no collection for this Fund will 
be made, 


Germans Walk Out of P.E.N. Club Congress, 


Resolution of Protest Carried. 

Stormy scenes marked the two days’ session of the International P.E.N, 
Club Congress, held last Friday and Saturday at Dubrovnik, under the 
presidency of. Mr. H. G. Wells, following a demand by the French, Pelgian 
and Polish delegations that the Congress should denounce German dts- 
crimination against Jews, and against Jewish writers in particular, 

The German delegation, on the first day, threatened to leave the Congress 
should such “*interference ” take place. On the second day they carried 
their threat into practice during the course of a speech by Mr. Shalom Asch, 
after a ruling by Mr. Wells that politics could not be harred from discussion, 
since it was a question of the life of humanity! Seventeen States voted 
against the German contention, with Switzerland, Holland, Greece and 
Austria in favour, The spokesman of the Austrian delegation, Herr Felix 
Salten, himself a Jew, supported the German “* non-interference’ plea. 
Fruitless efforts to bring about a compromise were made by Britain and

The problem .of setting up some sort of a relief organisation to help 
the refugees has been the subject of deliberations at a special Conference 
held in Warsaw, at which representatives of all Jewish parties were present. 
The Conference was also attended by Mr. A. M. Kaizer, the General Secretary 
of the London Federation of Relief Organisations, who has arrived here to 
organise the relief work. The result of the Conference was to form a special 
United Relief Committee, in, which all parties are represented. The Com- 
mittee, whose work includes the organisation of the boycott of German 
goods, is chiefly busy now planning the collection of funds; 3,000 zlotys 
were collected on the spot. But the Committee aims at collecting 1,000,000 
giotvs (about £333,000), a sum which, considering the poverty of Polish 
Jowry, is, practically a dream. 

Mr. Kaizer disclosed to me the scheme which he has worked out and 
which has already been adopted by the United Committee. “‘ 1 have just 
returned from Germany where I made special investigations,” he said. *‘ I 
have found that at the present moment there are in the whole Reich 60,000 
Ostinden and 10.000 Staatenlose. At least 20,000 Polish Jews will have to 
return to Poland. The 8,000 living in Saxony, Bavaria and East Prussia 
who used to earn their living at markets have all lost theif concessions or 
licences and are wholly destitute. There is no hope of their regaining their 
last positions. These 8,000 will be the first to emigrate. Next will be money- 
lenders and those who sold goods on the instalment system. Their number 
isabout 3.000. Those are obliged to leave without realising anything of their 
property. Nobody is paying them his debts any more. The third category 
will be the sma!l traders. Their number is 35,000. They are still clinging 
t» their positions, but they cannot hold out long. After them will come the 
younger men from IS to 30, comprising employees and chalutzim.. There 

no tizures regarding their numbers as vet. The last to leave will be the 
doctors, lawvers, teachers and Ministers, who number about 5.000, and also

Over 0,000 persons, representing almost every nationality and religion 
in Alexandria, responded last week to the invitation of the local League for 
Combating Hitleriet Anti-Semitism, The meeting was held at the Schools 
of the Jewish Community. Among those present were Sir Henry Baker, 
ex-Presilent of the British Community; M. Beguet, ‘ premier député 
de la Nation Frangaise "; M. Salvago, President of the Greek Community ; 
Professor David Prato, Chief Rabbi ; the Rev. J. F. Anderson; and 
others. 

Tae meeting was opened by Maitre Castro, President of the League. 
The first speaker was Maitre George Roussos, ex-Greek Ambassador to the 
United States. Tewfie Tahous Effendi, the Alexandria correspondent of 
At. Moxatram, the most important Egyptian newspaper, followed, and 
other speakers were the Rev. J. F. Anderson, Chaplain of St. Mark’s Church : 
Mr. Marcel Fort, Principal of the Lycée Francais ; and Mr. R. W.G Reed, 
Headmaster of Victoria College, 
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At a meeting of prominent members of the Jewish Community in 
Alexandria about fifty members were present and £15,000 were subscribed 
immediately.

Further Protests in Belgium. 
[From Our Corresponde nt .— ANTWERP. | 


A large protest mc ting vas held in the C mmercial Exchance at Ghent. 
which was addressed «mong others by Professor Paul Levie. M. Anseele, 
Minister of State, read a letter from Professor Einstein, and Mr. Louis Pierard. 
Member of the Belyian Parliament and President of the Pen Club, protested 
against the Hitlerist savagery. He said that ** Professor Einstein, the greatest 
living Jew, has honoured our country by settling in Belgium, the land of 
refuge for all great exiles.’ Other speakers were Professor Counson, and 
Paul Hennen, Editor of La FLaANpre LiIBeRALe, who said that he hoped 
the Government would intervene with the League of Nations. 

The Federation of Belgian Lawyers, as. well as the members of the 
Belgian Junior Bar, have passed resolutions protesting against the differenti: 
tion made against German-Jewish lawyers on racial grounds. 

Dock labourers recently declined to unload two German ships at th 
port of Antwerp which bore flags with the swastika. 

The total number of refugees who have registered with the Jewish 
Committee is approximately 300, 


The Belgian League of Nations Society has decided to appeal t» the 
L:acue to intervene with the German Government on behalf of the Jews. 

The Committee for the Jewish fugitives from Germany in Holland 
has published a“ White Book of the Jews ” which includes the programme 
of the National-Socialists, the anti-Semitic utterances of recent years, a list 
of insults and assaults by Nazis, the facts aboutthe persecution and the 
facts about the terror. 

A street-collection was held recently in Amsterdam on behalf of the 
many German Jews who have sought and found a safe refuge in Holland. 
It is reported that the .proceeds have amounted to well over twenty 
thousand guilders (about £2,509). 

Dr. Daniel Prenn, who was Germany's No. 1 tennis. player in the Davis 
Cup, and was dropped because he was a Jew, has been invited to participate 
in the French Championships, and has accepted. 

Cardinal Verdier, Archbishop of Paris, has sent to the Grand Rabhi 
of Frauce a letter protesting against the persecution endured by the Jews 
in Germany, and expressing compassion for the victims of these violences. 

The Assembly of the International Student Service, at a meeting held 
in Paris, decided to lannch a big relief activity on behalf of the dismissed 
professors and students from Germany who have taken refuge abroad. 

A correspondent in Mulhouse, Haut-Rhin, France, writes: About 15) 
of our German co-relig onists have been received by the local Jewish Com. 
munity, Which has rallied loyally to their aid. A strong relief committec 
was quickly organised as soon as the first arrivals were announced to ra’se 
funds and deal with the situation. A large number have been boarded 
with Jewish families, while a hostel has been established for about thirty 
five, providing sleeping accommodation and meals. Jcwish teachers on 
the staff of the local college have offered their services in arranging tutor al 
classes in which the refugees will receive instruction in the French 
language. 

Two hundred and fifty German Jewish refugees have sailed from 
Naples en route for Palestine. 

The Jewish community in Novi Sad (Yugoslavia) has imposed a tax 
of 10 per cent. on all its members. The funds so raised will be used to help 
refugees leaving Germany for Palestine. 

More than fifty refugees have arrived in Sofia. A re‘ief committee has 
placed them in municipal orphanages and benevolent socicties, pending the 
obtaining of permits for entry into Palestine. A large collection Has been 
made. 

The Royal Danish Agricultural Society is conducting negotiations 
with a number of Danish farmers in the North of the Island of Zeeland, 
for them to take a number of Jews from Germany and give them 
agricultural training for Palestine. 

At the Church of Ireland Jews’ Society meeting held in the Church 
Missionary Hall, Molesworth street, Dublin, the Bishop of Cashel presided, 
and said that recent happenings in Germany had bewi dered them. The 
German Government had treated the Jews in an abominable way. 

At a mass meeting protest of Cork Jewry the following resolution was 
unanimously carried : Cork Jewry are overwhelmed with sorrow and indig- 
nation at the heartless persecution of their brethren in Germany and the 
callous discrimination and degradation to which they have been subjected. We 
feel certain that this protest is endorsed by the citizens of Saorstat Eireann, 
irrespective of their creed or political opinion, and whilst not desirous of 
disturting the friendly relations between this country and Germany, we 
“arnestly request an intervention for the sake of humanity at large. 

At a crowded meeting in Sydney Town Hall, which was attended by 
the Premier of New South Wales and other representative citizens, a resolu- 
tion was passed condemning the persecution of Jewish and other citizens 
in Germany. The meeting refused a hearing to Mr. Louis Burkard, president 
of the German Australian Chamber of Commerce. 

In Wellington, N.Z., the Jewish Young People’s League has passed a 
resolution asking the Hebrew congregation to do all in its power to help 
the Jews of Germany. 


Mr. Samuel Untermyer, one of the best-known lawyers in Amcrica, 
has agreed to the request of the Organisation of Jewish War Veterans 
that he should plead the case against German anti-Semitism before the 
League of Nations, and the World Economic Conference, on condition 
that the non-Jewish war veterans of America join in the request. 

The Argentine Medical Association has cabled a protest to the German 
Medical Association against the measures enforced in Germany against 
Jewish doctors. The Argentine Committee against the Persecution of Jews 
in Germany has sent a letter of protest to the League of Nations. The 
Committee is also taking measures to bring the matter before Parliament, 
and is preparing a booklet under the title, “The Jewish Boycott of 
Germany, and the Reason for it.” 

A number of German Jewish engineers who have lost their posts in 
Germany are emigrating to Persia. One group, for whom the Persian 
Government has promised to open factories in order to promote Persian 
industry, has already left for Persia. Many more engineers, as well as 


merchants who had trading connections, are also making preparations to 
emigrate to Persia,

horders the same rights and not treat them as members of a helot class 
men and women who have established their right in every branch of life 
to recognition and appreciation rather than to extermination.

Help for Ejected Professors. 


Important Appeal Launched. 


Organised by England's Leading Scholars. 

An appeal for funds * from all who are concerned for academic freedom 
and the security of learning “was issued on Monday by a provisional Council 
whose members are amony the greatest scholars and scientists in the country. 
The funds are to be used primarily, though not exclusively, in. proyiding 
maintenance for displaced teachers and investigators from Germany and 
finding them the chance of work in Universities and scientific institutions. 

“The Universities of our own and other countries,” the appeal says 
‘will, we hope, take whatever action they can to offer employment to these 
men and women, But the financial resources of Universities are limited 
and are subject to claims for their normal development which cannot be 
ivnored, Uf the information before us is correct, effective help from outside 
for more than a small fraction of the teachers now likely to be condemned 
to want and idleness will depend on the existence of large funds specifically 
devoted to this purpose, It seems clear, also, that some organisation will 
he needed to act as a centre of information and put the teachers concerned 
into touch with the institutions that can best help them, We shall place 
ourselves in communication both with Universities in this country and with 
organisations which are being formed for similar purposes in other countries, 
and we shall seek to provide a clearing house and centre of information 
for those who can take any kind of action directed to the same end, We 
welcome offers of co-operation from all quarters, We ask for means to prevent 
the waste of exceptional abilities exceptionally trained.” 

The appeal gives also a long list of displaced teachers in Germany, who 
have all been named in German newspapers as having been given leave of 
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absence, or dismissed, or as having resigned in protest agatnst other dis- 
missals or action of students, between April 4th and May 15th.

(3) Co-operating in a Central Relief Committee for German student 
Victims.

The General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church of England has 
sent a letter to the Evangelical Church in Germany expressing “ grave 
concern in common with Christian people everywhere, at the recent 
discriminat'on against Jewish people in Germany, and at the anti-Semitic 
views expressed by certain German Christians in positions of influence.” 

The persecution of the Jews in Germany and the lessons to be learned 
from it formed the subject of the address by Mr. Charles Ammon at the 
Beckenham Brotherhood, in the Assembly Rooms recently.

An address on the persecution of the Jews in Germany was given by 
Rabbi H. Swift, to a very crowded meeting of the Bedminster, Bristol, 
Brotherhood, recently. In moving a vote of thanks to the lecturer, 
Councillor J. Still said that the world owed the Jewish people an enormous 
debt of gratitude for its remarkable contributions to civilisation, and that 
Christiaus deeply deplored not merely the terrible excesses which have 
been perpetrated, bat even more the spirit of hate and inhumanity 
displayed against the Jews. 

The Aristotelian Society has sent the following letter to the Kant 
Gesellschaft, Berlin: It is with pleasure that we recollect welcoming 
representatives from Germany at the International Congress of Philosophy 
at Oxford in 1930 and some of us look forward with pleasurable anticipc- 
tion to a reunion at the Congress to be held at Prague next year. 
Philosophy and science have everything to gain by international 
co-operation and there can be no doubt that the goodwill whic! 
exists naturally and spontaneously between philosophers and scientist; 
of all nationalities is a force which ought to play and is destined 
to play an important part in cementing the bonds between nations. 
And it is because we are so anxious to maintain this spirit of 
good will without any restriction or constraint and because we 
appreciate so much our indebtedness to the great German thinkers 
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of the past and not least to the thinker whose name your Society 
honours, that we feel it incumbent on us to express our deep regret and 
apprehension at the repressive measures which have been enforced and 
continue to be enforced IM your country against distinguished Jewish 
savants and men of letters, many of whom have helped to win for 
Germany the intellectual prestige which she. has hitherto enjoyed. We 
are convinced that this policy of persecution will not only inflict 
unnecessary and terrible suffering on numbers of innocent people and 


degrade those who are responsible for it, but it will also undermine the 
foundations of farther intellectual co-operation in Kurope and greatly retard 
the rehabilitation which we so earnestly desire. 

The Joint Foreign Committee has issued a first supplementary bulletin 
(price Sd.) to its booklet “ The Persecution of the Jews in Germany.” The 
main sections are under the headings: “‘ The Development of the Persecu- 
tion.” * The Nazi Terror.” “ British Opinion” and “ Nazi Propaganda,” 
and there isan appendix giving extracts from Edgar Mowrer’s book, “Germany 
Puts the Clock Back.” 

Professor L. B. Namier addressed the combined Manchester University 
Jewish Students’ Society and the University Zionist Society on the situation 
in Germany. He pointed out how historically the catastrophe to the Jews 
in that country had not arisen suddenly, but had been a deliberate policy 
fostered by Germans since the end of the Great War. ‘There had been a 
vradual but certain impoverishment of the Jews in Germany since that 
time. and a friend of his had warned him some time before the Nazi out burst 
that within ten years they would be collecting funds for the Jews of Germany. 
Vrofessor Namicr insisted that the only solution for the Jewish question 
was Zionism,

Extra-Legal Pressure.” 
“Spontaneous” Strikes Exposed. 


Ina recent leading article the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN saki: © The 
persecution of the Jews in Germany goes on without the slightest abatement. 
‘The legal disabilities that make the German Jews a pariah caste are supple- 
mented by extra-legal pressure that makes an intolerable existence doubly 
intolerable. ‘The latest trick of the Hitlerite Dictatorship is to organise 
“spontaneous ’ strikes in firms where Jews are employed, the strikers de- 
manding the expulsion of these very Jews, whose presence is incompatible 
with the neo-national sentiment that has triumphed in Germany. Never 
hefore have German workmen used their organisations for a purpose so 
outrageous. Indeed, there is no anti-Semitism in the German working class. 
How, then, are these strikes possible ? The Dictatorship has captured the 
factory councils by forcing the elected members to resign under the threat 


of physical torture, and so a strike that is apparently * spontaneous,” that 


apparently comes ‘from below,’ can be arranged ‘from above. And woe 
to those who display inadequate spontaneity in Hitler's ‘Third Realm”! 
‘Thus the instruments of persecution grow more formidable every day and 
persecution itself more stealthy, more grievous, more complete, - Innumerable 
careers and lives are wrecked, families are broken up, the epidemic of suicides 
continues, and thousands are focred into exile, destitution being preferred 
to persecution. How long is this to continue ? Till not a Jew is left in 
Germany ? Or till no more than a remnant of that pariah caste remains 
to lead a wretched existence under disabilities more barbaric than those 
imposed by the Russia of old ? The world-wide indignation and the universal 
protest have made the Hitlerite Dictatorship feel a little uneasy, a little 
uncomfortable—that is all. They have in no way alleviated the lot of the 
German Jews, Strong as the indignation and the protest are, they are not 
vet strong enough. But alone they will not be sufficient even in double or 
treble strength. Sooner or Jater—and better sooner than later--they must 
he translated into action.” The article then went on to urge the intervention

Germany's Word Insufficient. 

Extreme pressure on space compels us to hold over till next 
week a full report of important proceedings at the League of Nations. 
When the petition of the Silesian Jew, Franz Bernheim, was being 
considered by the League, the German Government's representative 
made an important declaration, promising to restore the rights of 
the Jews in Upper Silesia and pay compensation. In spite of this 
pledge the League decided to proceed with consideration of the 
Bernheim petition. 


Parliamentary Notes. 


Mr. Janner’s Vigorous Speech. 
(From our Parliamentary Correspondent. 

The grave anxiety of Members to promote the cause of peace 
throughout the world, even at the expense of granting concessions, 
is clear from the conversations which I have had with them. But 
the strain which is being made on their goodwill in this direction by 
the attitude of the German Government towards the Jews and the 
oppressed political section of their people is constantly in evidence. 

When, in the course of the debate on Foreign affairs last Friday, 
Sir Austen Chamberlain referred to the incompatibility of the 
speech of Herr Hitler with the utterances of his colleagues, which 
have not been repudiated, and emphasised the necessity of “ deeds, 
not words,” on the part of Germany, to relieve the situation. his 
pronouncement was greeted with expressions of approval, and like 
statements by several other members were similarly received. The 
speech of Mr. Barnett Janner was followed with tense interest by 
the members. The cheers of his colleagues as he unfolded the 
tragely of the situation clearly indicated how deep is the 
resentment of the whole House against the inhumanity of the Nazi 
regime and how keen is the desire that the appeal for first-class 
citizenship made by Herr Hitler shall extend to all men and women 
in Germany, I noticed that members of all parties congratulated 
Mr. Janner in the lobbies on his outspoken statements and 
expressed their willingness to assist in alleviating the position.

General Smuts’ Message to Zionists.

The United Synagogue.

Annual Convention. 
From our Correspondent. —NEW YORK., 


The twenty-first annual convention of the United Synagogue of 
America was held in New York in conjunction with the sixteenth 
ynnual convention of the Women's League of thé United Synagogue 
and the fifth annual convention of the National Federation of Jewish 
Men's Clubs of the United Synagogue. At the close of the conven 
tion the United Synagogue adopted a resolution appointing a com- 
mittee whose purpose will be to try to effect a united leadership 
in American Jewry as regards the German situation. The conven. 
tion also asked the British Government to adopt a more liberal 
policy with reference to immigration into Palestine of Jewish 
refugees from Germany. 

The majority of the convention sessions were devoted to the 
subject of social justice. It was stated by speakers that the 
following considerations were necessary in order that the synagogue 
should take a serious part in the social justice movement: First, 
the Rabbi must be afforded free speech in the synagogue even on 
subjects on which the majority of the congregants do not agree 
Secondly, the Rabbi alone cannot effectively battle for social justice ; 
he must be actively supported by members of the congregation by 
word and by deed. Thirdly, before the Rabbi can take a practical 
part in the social justice movement he must himself be well grounded 
in the social sciences, 

The convention decided to create an educational progamme 
which will endeavour to educate congregants and the Jewish youth 
by means of the Sisterhood, the Brotherhood, the Young People's 
League and the Hebrew school, towards the achievement of social 
justice in all its aspects. 


AUSTRIA. 


Dr. Dollfuss and Constitutional Reform. 

The Austrian Chancellor, Dr. Dolifuss, speaking over the wire. 
less to the American nation, took occasion to declare emphatically 
that in Austria all citizens, without distinction, enjoy equal rights. 

“The new Constitutional reform plan which is under considera- 
tion will continue to guarantee the fundamental principle of the 
equal rights of all citizens of Austria,’ he said. “The Austrian people 
is tolerant towards the cultures of other peoples, for the Germans 
of Austria had in living together with other peoples in the old 
Austrian Empire acquired the capacity of understanding and 
respecting the distinctive character of other peoples.” 


POLAND. 


The Government and the Jews. 
--— 
“ No Political Differentiation.” 

Count Szembek, Vice-Minister for Foreiga ‘Affairs, recently 
received Mr. H. A, Goodman, Political Secretary of the Agudist 
World Organisation, at the Foreign Office in Warsaw. In the course 
of the interview, the Count said that so far as the Polish Govern. 
was concerned no differentiation was made politically between Jew 
and non-Jew. Anti-Semitism, in his view, was simply barbarism. 
The Jews of Poland had for many centuries played an important 
and an honourable part in Polish history. He knew that they not 
alone claimed privileges but also carried out their duties as loyal 
citizens. Those whoin the past had attacked Poland would now 
realise that the Government of the country was earnestly desirous 
of suppressing anti-Semitism in every shape and form. 

Mr. Goodman discussed with the Minister the position of the 
Nansen-passport holders in Germany. He felt that the matter was 
one which the Polish Government might find it possible to raise at 
the League of Nations. The Minister promised that this would 
have the sympathetic consideration of the Government.

Saving Victims from a Terrible Fate. 
PREVENTION, CARE AND AFTER-CARE. 

A meeting of subscribers and friends of the Jewish Association 
for the Protection of Girls and Women was held on Thursday in 
last week at 17, Belgrave Square, S.W. (by permission of Lady 
Sassoon). Dr. CLAUDE G. MONTEFIORE presided over a large gathering. 

Mr. ARTHUR R. Moro spoke on,” Oar Aims and Ideals.” Their aims 
were, he said, to protect Jewish children, girls and women from evi! 
influences, from wrongs, suffering and above all from lives of 
slavery and degradation. Their aim; might seem ambitious, but 
when they heard from the other speakers about the cases dealt with 
and the work done by their various Committees, by their School and 
by their Homes, they would feel assured that they were most necessary. 
They had heard of girls being lured from their native countries by decep 
tions of all kinds, even by means of marriage, who on their arrival in 
foreign lands where they had no friends and did not know the language. 
found that instead of the promised lucrative employment or the expected 
happy married life, that they had been solid or placed in houses of ill-fame, 
where, if they were recalcitrant, they were forced by cruelty and othe: 
appalling methods to earn money immorally for their owners. This 
terrible evil was not confined to any one nation or creed. It was an evil 
which was universal. 

Lady (HERBERT) COHEN spoke on“ Rescue Work,” dealing principally 
with Charecroft House. She said that many people regarded a rescuc 
home with some sort of mysterious vagueness. They seemed to think 
that it was a penitentiary. Charcroft House was a friendly and bright 
place, where every member of the staff took a real interest in the girls 
there, so that they could go out and start life afresh and take their places 
as usefol members of society. They had an excellent After-Care Com. 
mittee, the members of which visited the girls in their homes after they 
left Charcroft House, thus taking a real interest in their lives. ‘Those 
connected with the Association had vis‘on and insight, but they wanted 
the help and co-operation of their friends. 

Alderman B. L. Q. HENRIQUES said he looked upon the Association as 
the most important and the most essential charity in the whole of thei: 
Community. With the exception of the Boar. of Guardians, there was 
no Society that rendered them the help which they received from the 
Association. Speaking on ‘‘ What an Onlooker Knows of the Work of the 
Association,’’ he said that what really led to the success of their work 
more than anything clse was the personality of the various members of 
the staff. He marvelled at the work of Miss Lawrences: and Miss Denhof. 
They never seemed to be overwhelmed by the ugliness and sordidness of 
the cases day by day. Their hearts never seemed to be hardened ; but 
instead they had sympathy, gentleness and understanding, which were 
the only things that helped the cases that came before them. One 
branch of the Association’s work was causing social workers anxiety. 
They had no home for children under five, and he appealed for an enlarge- 
ment of the Highbury Home where more babies and young children 
could go. 

Mrs. L. PyYKe and Miss IDA SAMUEL, L.C.C., also spoke. 

Mr. 8S. COHEN, General Secretary of the Association, discussed the 
international side of the work. They had been able to reduce the amount 
of trafficking in Jewish girls through the co-operation of all the various 
correspondents and committees in different parts of the world. Efforts 
were being made at Geneva, through the special. committee set up 
for the purpose, to get the nations to agree to set up legislation which 
would enable them to obtain the arrest of any man who trafficked in 
women of any age, whether the woman eonsented or not. If they got 
that law passed it would help them considerably in putting a further check 
on international traffic.

Lion Hospital Aid Society. 
£1,150 RAISED AT ANNUAL BANQUET. 

The 34th Annual Banquet of the Lion Hospital Aid Society was held 
on Sunday evening at Claridge’s Hotel, Brook Street, W. 

Mr. ALBERT E. ANSELL, who presided, proposed the toast of the 
Society. He said that in the year 1898 the Society was started in the 
City of London by a few workmen ina boot factory. As the years went 
on, the Society prospered and progressed to a marked extent. It had a 
Committee of men of the highest integrity. Its patron was that noble 
and gallant gentleman Admiral of the Fleet, Lord Beatty. Their President 
was Mr. “ Issy ” Isaacs, who was no figure-head but a real hard-working 
President. Mr. Isaacs was always introducing new schemes for the 
benefit of the Society, and recently he had boxes made fue the collection 
of sixpences. 15,000 sixpences, close on £400, had been collected. The 
(hairman spoke of the good work of the other officers of the Society. 
Messrs. 8. Presbury and §. Phillips, Vice-Presidents: Joshua Isaacs. 
Chairman of the Committee; A. Crockett and M. Deyong, Trustees; 8. H. 
Warne and E. Nathan, Joint Treasurers; and A. Silver, the Secretary. 
They also had a very excellent Committee. 

Mr. “Issy” Isaacs, responding to the toast, briefly outlined the 
objects of the Society which helped their poor brothers and _ sisters, 
irrespective of creed or colour, to receive hospital and convalescent treat- 
ment, and made provision for surgical appliances, dental, medical and 
nursing treatment, etc. Their experience was that the poorer the 
applicant the greater was the need for immediate assistance. They had 
arranged a panel of specialists attached to the various hospitals for the 
benefit of applicants to the Society. He was glad to say that some of the 
principal officers of some of the hospitals they helped were present at that 
dinner. The Society made liberal donations to Hospitals and Institutions, 
and they had a long waiting list of Institutions they had promised to help. 
Their Committee of Management met weekly and every case was 
thoroughly investigated. Mr. Isaacs referred to the boxing tournament 
held recently at the Royal Albert Hall, which was a great success and 
thanked all the workers in connection with that function, He also 
thanked the donors of gifts for the auction. 

Mr. Moss Deyong conducted an auction of gifts presented to the 
Society which realised £600. The total sum collected as the result of the 
Appeal was £1,150. Mr. Isaacs thanked Mr. Deyong, the eminent 


sportsmen and others present for their help and extended a welcdéme to the 
Earl of Westmoreland.

GERMAN PERSECUTIONS IN HISTORICAL PERSPE TIVE. 

Dr: Cecu. Roru delivered an address on ** The German Persecutions 
in The Histor al Pe Ps pee tive ata meeting of the Jewish Histori al Sole ty 
of England, which was held on Monday evening in the Mocatta Library 
Museum and Custave Tuck Theatre, University College, Gower Street, 
W.C.1. The President, Mr. Gustave Teck, presided. 

In his rddre br Roth said that ¢(.,eTmanyv had brew ntoa very larve 
extent the home of Jewish persecution during the past 1,000 vears. Ke lse- 
w he re it vc only been In (.°-rm it seemed t »yhave by endemic. 


It was in Germany only that the Rabbis gravely discussed what benedictions 
a man could properly. recite when he was about to be martyred for the 


sanctitv of the Divine name The whole conception of the Nazi persecution 
of to-day was based upon the idea that the Jews were strangers in Germany. 
(etually there was no country in the Western world, with the solitary 
exception of Italy, where Jewish settlement was of such antiquity. From 
the ninth od tenth eenturies onwards one found “Jewish Communities 
established in all the cities which were mainly associated with German Jew. sh 
history. such as Cologne and Mainz. The difference between the Aryans 
or the Nordics and the Semites was almost the whole of the basis of the Nazi 
persceution. But-this racial difference was, in fact, not so profound as the, 
were led to believe. They all knew that the: physical tvpe of German Jew 


was distinctive among Jews as the physical type of Gorman was distinctive 
among other men. Gorman Jews. had been influenced very considerably 
by their environment and were integral portions of the German nation. On 
oth hy nal. of course, t he re were throughout (;ermany large Slavonic 
elements, particularly on the eastern frontier. But there was more in the 
problem even than this; one must remember that inter-marriage on a 
STITT ile had heen CONTINUOUS ON both sides from very early times, so that 
German Jews had a considerable intermixture of German blood and the 
(Jerman Christians had a large mixture of Jewish blood. Conversions of 
Jows ty» Christianity had been continuous and had been going on on quité 
a big scale, and for the last 150 vears Germany had been endeavouring as 
an offi-ial consistent policy to secure Jewish baptisms. Germariy to-day was 
scouring the refuse heap of history in order to find some precedent for its 
treatment of the Jews. The last legal trace of diseriminetion against persons 
of Jewish blood was abolished in Spain after a long interval in 1860, and had 
now been revived in Germany three-quarters of a century later. One could 
go though a long list of German petty persecutions and find how they ‘had 
their precedent in the past and how by adapting them Germany had set 
her own clo kK ba k. 

Dr. Roth showed how the boycott of those who persecuted the Jew 
was not something new as some people imagined it to be. 

Mr. Witrrep SaMvec said he had been told that a very considerable 
number of Bibles in Germany had been burned in the bonfires which had 
taken place, and he had also been told that there had been a number of 
perverse Jews who had been acting as agents for Hitler.

No. 708.—Humanity. 


My DEAR COUSIN, 


In One’ of his lectures the late Professor Max Muller dex lared 
that the conception of humanity and of friendly feelings of man to 
man as found in the Old Testament is wholly alien to the thought 
of Arvan peoples. To demand one law for the home-born and for 
the stranger would have been something inconceivable to the 
authors of the Veda, and even Homer himself would have found it 
singular. 

What is humanity’ The Rabbis of old taught that in each one 
of us there are two inclinations—the one selfish. the other which 
forgets self and longs to be of help to our fellow-creatures ; the first, 
as the Rabbis put it, inclines to evil, the second to good. The one 
is the lower. the other the higher. To act on the impulse of the 
first is the natural inclination of the barbarian; he is a child of 
nature: he knows no better. To cultivate the second is a mark of 
Indeed, it may be said that the whole history of 
( ivilisation is one long drawn-out effort on the part of mankind to 
establish the “good inclination " which makes for humanity. The 
struggle has been titanic ; the educational process is not vet ended. 
Nor was the effort uniformly successful. 


the civilised man. 


Like all progress it no 
sooner registered a few steps forward than it fell back slightly. I 
was also a painful effort. But it owed much to the influence of 
religion, and it is not too much to claim that Judaism has held 
sioft the banner of humanity as a watchword and an ideal to the 
whole of mankind. is one of the major contributions of the 
Jewish people to the world’s stock of ideas of great worth. 

The Greeks also taught humanity as an ideal. But it was a 
bumanity with limited sympathies. According to Plato war between 
Hellenes was a crime. but between Hellenes and Barbarians a duty, 
necessity, something essentially good. Aristotle counselled his 
roval pupil, Alexander, to treat the Greeks as friends, but the non- 
Hellenic peoples as though they were animals or plants; for such 
peoples, in his view. were born into slavery. Later Greek thinkers 
did indeed enunciate a higher ideal of humanity. But their words 
remained philosophy, theory, academic doctrine ; they did not mould 
life—the. life of the people, the legislation of the State. Despite this 
teaching of humanity, children were still left to die outside the city 
or remained a prey for wolves. In Buddhism, likewise, the law of 
love was stressed and pity enjoined on all those who followed the 
creed of Buddha. But it was a kind of passive attitude, in conson. 
unce With the, Quictism associated with this religion. Only in the 
case of the Jews did the doctrine of Humanity become an active, 
vital spark. an influence on life and conduct. 
to equate Judaism and Humanity. 

A Christian divine of great learning and deep feeling—Car! 
Heinrich Cornill—one of the glories of a Germany that is no more, 
confessed that he was always greatly moved whenever he read the 
tenth chapter of Genesis. ft is a mere list of names, an inventor) 
of * the generations of the sons of Noah.” 
character are extant in ancient literature. But they are mostly 
lists of conquered peoples, intended to giorify those who compiled 
them. But the inventory in Genesis merely shows that

of the earliest expressions of the conception of one great Human 


Family. No wonder one Rabbi termed the chapter a 555. 
is it not significant that in the Jewish scriptures, man is made in 
the image of God? In other scriptures, God is made in the image 
of man. The Assyrian gods but reflect the ideals of Ashur; the 
Egyptian divinities, the Greek, the Germanic. all alike bear witness 
to the ideals of the peoples who worshipped them. No wonder 
Zenophenes declared that if oxen and lions had a religion, they 
would depict God as a lion or an ox! In ancient Israel only 
was God regarded as the Father of Mankind, and buman ‘creatures 
therefore were children of one family. It ts truly signi. 
ficant that Hillel summed up Judaism in the terms of the Golden 
Rule. From Judaism, Christianity took over the teaching and for 
two thousand years has been striving to establish it as a force in 
the world. In doing so it has been propagating a Jewish idea. 
Dean Inge has written that “it is disquieting for Christians to have 
to admit that the growth of humanity, in the sense of humaneness. 
dees not owe much to the churches." Having mentioned this, it is 
only necessary to add that wherever humanity is taught, there 
Jewish work is being done—the work of the highest Religion, the 
work of God Himself—and those who engage in it-are helping in 
the progress of mankind. 

On the other hand those who turn their face from it are working 
not for God but against Him, not for peace but for war, not for 
civilisation but for barbarity. There are many individuals in 
Europe to-day who are inclined to the doctrine that might is right. 
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They eschew humanity. In Germany we actually have the prospect 
of a Government in all its policy turning away from humanity, and 
the world stands aghast at its barbarity. 
even in modern times. 


The doctrine is not new, 
You will find it in Ibsen's “~ Brand. (The 
German version is perhaps nearest to the original);

You will find it in Nietzsche's pages wherein he clamoured for 
the transvaluation of all values, for the worship of the Superman 
whose conduct is actuated by the same instincts as the wild beast, 
who said of Peace that it was a dream and not even a lovely dream 
at that, and who taught “ War and prowess have achieved many 
more great things than love of neighbour.” 


It is a’ well to bear in mind that this philosophy of life is the 
direct opposite of the Jewish view in which humanity predominates. 
" Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself !’—that is the call of the 
Jew to the world, the call which the Christian churches have 
udopted from him. The Hitlers and the Goerings and the Goebbels 
and the Dorans—all stand 


for something that is contrary to the 
teaching of Christianity, and the policy of Navi governments and 
would-be Fascist imitators becomes a great 


Christian problem that 
merits the attention of the Churches. 


The present persecution of the Jews in Germany can easily bo 
exphuned. Ina measure it is due to envy,in a nieasure to ignorance 


ind mass suggestion. But one of its main levers is the uncomfort 


able feeling in the souls of the Nazi leaders that the Jews remind 
them of humanity. Turn to the legislation of the Bible and you 
will tind there instance after instance of 


good-will and human 
fecling 


from man to mun: even from man to beast. 


Recall just one 
ordinance 


Thou shalt not abhor an Egyptian, because thou wast a 
stranger in his land. K ven for the sort of hospitality enjoyed by the 


dews in Egypt, they were bidden to be kindly. Is not this large 
heartedness’? Is at. not wholly in consonance with the general 
humanity of the Old Testament? Kindness was to be meted out to 


widows and orphans, to the poor and oppressed. When the farmer 


gathered in his harvest, he was to leave a portion for the landless 


to collect. Wages were to be paid punctually. Even the man 


deserving of corporal punishment received consideration as a human 
being. 


The Jewish view derived from the fundamental conception of 


the brotherhood of man. Compare, for example, philanthropy, 
Caritas and the love of man—the first a general idea, the second 
nobly associated with the Catholic Church, the third wholly Jewish. 
fu philanthropy there is the underlying notion of doing good to 
one not so well placed as oneself... In Caritas there is a slight idew 
of patronage ; this remark does not in the least connote any depre- 
ciation of what was achieved in the world by the Caritas of the 
Church. But in the Jewish term of loving your neighbour there is 
equality, an equality arising from our common humanity. Gemillut 
Chessed, the Jewish expression of humanity, it has been pointed out, 
is kindly conduct to the rich no less than to the poor, tothe dead 
no less than to the living. It was because man was made in the 
image of God that the Jew regards all men as deserving of his 
humanity. In this sense the Jew has helped to build up Civilisation. 
in denying humanity, in advocating that might is right, Hitlerism 
represents a force opposed to Civilisation. Hitler is certainly the 
enemy of the Jews. But he is equally the enemy of the highest 
ideals current in the modern world.

I—CRACOW 

Outwardly Cracow did not seem to have changed at all since | 
had been there fourteen vears before. It looked as old, picturesque 
and romantic as ever, and I was glad to renew my fading memories 
of the mouldering walls of its ancient buildings, to stroll once again 
in its pleasant leafy -promenades and to hear the curious trumpet 
from the clock tower on the animated and spacious Rvnek. 

At the corner of the Slawkowska Street there is a striking re- 
minder of the Ghetto that once began there—a huge 
the wall, which in former ages was drawn right across in order to 
keep out any potential troublers of Israel. But the modern generation 
knows how to defend itself, and Jew-baiting has lost its former 
popularity. The religious Jews still cling to their quaint medieval 
yvarb, which can be easily discerned at a distance—the long black 
vaberdine. top-boots and flat plush hat—and as Vou approach you 
notice that some of them have the bottom of their trousers tucked 
into their black socks and that black ringlets adorn their cheeks. 
These ringlets are worn in two different stvles : the disciples of the 
revered Gerer Rabbi. whose name is one to conjure with among the 
(‘hassidim, train theirs to droop behind the ears, whilst the pietists, 
who do not belong to any particular conventicle, display them along 
the lebe, 

A friend conducted me first to the “ Remo” Synagogue, which 
is so called because it was built in the middle of the sixteenth century 
by the father of the celebrated Rabbinical Commentator, Moses 
I-serles. but as it was undergoing repairs it was closed to visitors. 
But, adjoming it, [saw the old cemetery, where lie interred the remains 
of that mediwval luminary, as well as those of his father, his brother- 
in-law and one or two other members of his familv, their tombstones 
standing close to each other in a railed enclosure, The grave of Rabb: 
Moses Isserles is the scene of a vast pilgrimage that takes place every 
Lag Ba’ Omer,” tens of thousands of devotees thronging from al! 
the neighbouring towns and leaving behind documentary evidence of 
their visit, for they stick little folded petitions inte the crevices of 
the sculptured filigree of the tombstone. At the foot and all around 
on the ground there were accumulated layers of such pellets, white, 
vellowed or encrusted with dirt—a multitude of mute witnesses to 
the widespread faith in the Rabbi's virtue as a mediator with the 
Almighty. In front of the tombstone were two old men praying and 
shaking their bodies vigorously, apparently not content with their 
written petitions, 

Close by is a much older synagogue, in fact, the oldest in Cracow, 
It dates from the fourteenth century, and its outer walls are hterally 
black with age. Its foundations are far below the street level, for 
as it is situated near a rather low church, and the law would not allow 
a Jewish place of worship to rise to the height of a Christian one, the 
builders were obliged to begin far down, and so the entrance is reached 
by descending a flight of stone steps. The beadle made me pay for 
a ticket of admission, for the shrine is regarded as an antiquity. The 
interior, with its stone floor and lofty Gothic ceiling supported by 
stone pillars, is rather sombre and depressing, and on the walls 
there is visible a sort of frieze. On the Almemar there is a large wrought- 
iron candelabrum, and affixed to one of the walls there is another iron 
candelabrum adorned with the figure of a man’s head, an “image ”’ 
which, so the beadle explained, the Rabbis, despite the second 
commandment, suffered to remain because it was unique. 

In front of the Ark there hangs a heavy brocade curtain to which 
a legend attaches. It is made of a piece of fabric that is said to have 
belonged to a Jewish bride who wished to get married on a Friday. 
The story goes that a Rabbi inthe Middle Ages forbade weddings on 
tu Friday on the ground that the festivities might he prolonged, and 
thus entail a breach of the Sabbath; but a certain young couple defied 
the prohibition and the nuptial celebrations lasted until the Sabbath, 
when the house and all the merrymakers were swallowed up by the 
earth as an act of retribution. To this day there is an enclosed ploy

of land in the Casinur quarter on which grass and weeds grow wild, 
which ts reputed to be the site of that awesome disaster. 

The perpetual light in front of the Ark is not red, as in most 
<vnagogues, but white, because a red light 1s used in Catholic churches 
At the foot of the steps to the Ark is a small lectern for the use of the 
reader on week-davs. for service is held there all the vear round, even 
in the depth of winter, although the building is not heated, and there 
is never a shortage of worshippers. There is no gallery for women, 
but the latter are accommodated in a section that is divided off by 
a wall with’ smal] low windows eovered with a flimsy curtain. | 
jokingly remarked to the beadle that the curtains were not adequate 
enough, and that the men might catch a glimpse of the ladies, and 
rice versa, to which he repolie i:-** Well, you must not grudge them 
look.” 

He showed me as curiosities of the shrine two old manuscript 
praver books, written entirely on parchment, which had grown yellow 
and even black with the centunes : one contained all the poetical 
supplications of the festivals, and both were illustrated with primitive 
iluminations. They were probably about 500 vears old. 

After leaving the synagogue we went through a narrow small 
street and heard the ‘sing-song of Talmudic disputation. We soon 
reached the open window of a humble ground-floor seminary, where 
a group of voung students, with black hats and ear-locks, were 
listening to the argumentative sing-song of a broad-backed Rabbi in 
a black skull-cap. One or two students were asleep, another was 
stretching his arms with boredom, others were listless, and only those 
immediately under the preceptors eye sliowed any attention. 

From a neighbourmg house came another sing-song in childish 
treble; here it was not the Talmud but the Torah that was being 
studied. And not many vards away I came to quite a different type 
of educational institution. It was a large Hebrew Gymnasium, built 
as recently as 1930, which enjoyed the “ public mghts ” of a Polish 
high school, and where secular subjects, except Polish history, 
veography and literature, were taught in Hebrew. The students were 
streaming out, wearing a blue-white stripe on their caps and their 
shoulders, and displaving thin strips of silver thread to denote their 
class, 


1I—LEMBERG 


As lentered a taxicab outside the station at seven in the morning 
to drive to my hotel I could not help recalling and contrasting the 
very ‘different circumstances in which I had last visited the city of 
Lemberg. It was early in January, 1919, when I travelled all night 
from Cracow in an over-crowded train, deeming myself fortunate that 
[ had found a corner place, even though the upholstering had gone 
from the seat and I had to use my attaché case to replace it. 1 re- 
membered the military officer who sat opposite and lit a candle—as 
the whole train was in darkness—to enable him to eat his supper of 
sausage and brown bread, and snuffed out the light when he had 
finished his repast. On my arrival then I was greeted by a swarm of 
impromptu porters anxious to take advantage of the absence of tram- 
cars, which had been put out of commission by the Polish-Ukrainian 
hostilities, by carrying people’s luggage or dragging it on sledges 
along the frozen road. But this time I had travelled comfortably in a 
sleeping-c ar; it was a fine summer's morning; there were trams and 
taxicabs in plenty, and everywhere flags were flying, for on the previous 
day there had been an international motor race. I went to the same 
hotel as before and found that it had been improved beyond recogni- 
tion, Then it was dirty and dilapidated, with no light at night except 
that of candles in beer bottles. Now it was resplendent with electric 
illuminations, in which the brass buttons of the pageboys’ jackets 
twinkled with unusual lustre. | 

The Karl Ludwig Ulica had been changed to Legionska, as one of 
the results of the War, but the Jews who were promenading along it 
seemed to be just the same, with the same long black coats and black 
plush hats, from which depended corkscrew curls. Accompanied by 
a friend I first went to the Jewish quarter, to see whether the syna- 
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gogue and houses that had been burned down in the terrible pogrom 
of November. 1918, had been rebuilt. I found that the site had been 
left waste owing to the lack of money-—a mute witness to the racial 
hatreds and destructive passions aroused by the War. Jewish shops 
were evervwhere in abundance, for Jews formed a third of the 
population, but they all complained of. bad trade. 

In the Jewish open-air market there were hundreds of stall- 
keepers or hawkers selling all sorts of things —deeaying fruits, vege- 
tables, rice, Caps, ties, boots, remnants of stuff and second-hand 
hieveles. There seemed to be far more sellers than buyers, and nobody's 
etoek could have been worth more than a few shillings. In one street 
there were several artisans—-some cobblers, a bookbmder, and a watch- 
niaker ing their trade’ on the pavement, for the dav was warm: 
ayal close by was a vendor of Hebrew books and of fringes for Taleihim, 
whi h a Vene rable ore y beard was fingering with a critical eve, l took 
» snapshot of one of the cobblers, who sold me the right-to photograph 
him at work for the price of a bottle of beer; and presently I found 
mvself surrounded by a motley crew of beggars and cripples and 
dwarfs of both sexes; all wretchedly clad, mostly in rags, and some 
literally sackcloth. 
of humanity within st) small ah area, 

Fradition still held powerful sway in. this region, émbodied in 
e sweeping gaberdines, shiny and threadbare, worn by the muiddle- 
aged and grevbeards, who trudged along in heavy top-boots beneath 
the broiling sun; occasionally revealing the fringes of their four-cornered

piety were the. porters, sturdy, unkempt louts, with a cou of rope

As we walked along the busv thoroughfare, and I stopped to 
yy burat mniv camera at a salesman of shoes, the latter asked me whether 
the pieture was intended for America. “ Perhaps,” IT rephed. Where- 
upon he said,“ TP wish vou could pack me in ahd take mé there. That 
< indeed a fortunate country. 

My companion told me that a large number of Jews in Lemberg 
till received remittances from America, otherwise they could not 
ive. A man with a marriageable daughter who had relations in 
(merica stood a much better chance of finding a son-in-law. | 

In a dingy square there was an assemblage of motor-buses with 
cores of Jews swarming around them. Before the War the Jews 
from the outlying townlets—Zolkiev, Tartakow and others—used to 
eome into Lemberg by eart or slow train, now the v travelled bry the 
popular motor-bus for a small fare, in order to buy a basketful of 
wares, which they took back for sale. All these motor-buses, I learned, 
belonged to Jews ; they were rather small, somewhat like a diligence, 
and ail were provided with a Jewish driver. Every passenger seemed 
to be surrounded bv half-a-dozen frends, and the hubbub and excite- 
nent that Tt roned eould hardly have heen more tumultuous if those 
vehicles had been bound for some distant country instead of a village 
in the viernty, The trade depression was causing them keen anxiety, 


for the Ukraimians were now proving dangerous rivals to the Jews’ 


in many branches of business, especially in the rural districts. For 
as the Jews were loval citizens ef Poland, the Ukrainians, in their 
annoyance, were doing their utmost to dnve them to the wall. Thev 
had established an extensive and successful co-operative organisation. 
particularly for the expert of dairy produce ; and the voung Ukrainians 
(many Of them educated in Prague), who were unable to find an outlet 
Crovernment service, Were devoting the ir abities commer;nrce. 
In the evening | was taken to a Jewish café. which seemed to be 
the. resort of all classes and sections of the community, seated: at 
different tables and distributed in different parts. There were business 
people at one table, lawvers at another, Zionists at a third (distinguished 
by a little flag with the “ Shield of David"), chess plavers at the 
next, and speculators further (>]), In a separate roonL. we Cale actors 
a party of card plavers, who, owing to the heat, were sitting in their 
shirt sleeves, whilst others were poring OVeT hewspapers ; and another

Seated avg a table in) front of the cafe, remote from the Various 
temptations within, my companion, who was joined by some friends, 
told me of the bleak, blank prospect that faced the Jews of Galicia. 
Active anti-Semitism was confined mostly to the students, but the 
(rovernment pursued a subtle and systematie policy which was far 
more devastating than any arttiac k. It kept Jews out of the civil cervice, 
refused to appornt any as teachers in Polish schools, and withheld 
from them all contracts for military and other supphes, which amounted 
to vast sums every vear. Everywhere there was a passionate desire, 
on the part of old and voung, to migrate to Palestine, and only recently 
a party of two hundred had gone out to visit the country and study 
the possibilities of settlement. But as the possibilities of emigration, 
whether to Palestine or any other land, were limited, manv young 
Jews were perforce lending an ear to the seductive talk of the Com- 
munists. It was a sign of the growing stark despair, which was felt 
most acutely in the circles of the intellectuals, 

III—BIALYSTOK 

The town derives its name from the River Bialy, which flows 
the wooded hill, which in Polish is “ Stok,” 
that overlooks it. These natural features endow it wi : 10s 
of aspect that serves to mitigate the 
this textile centre. It possesses nothing of historic interest, but enjoys 


the fame of having given birth to Zamenhof, the creator of Esperanto. 
The swarms of Jews that one meets everywhere seem unusually multi- 
tudinous, until one hears that thev form more than half the population— 
50.000 out of a total of 99,000. The Jews are adequately represented 
on the Town Council, with 22 out of 40 members, and they are like- 
wise well represented in the Municipal Admunistration, in which fou: 
of the seven departments have a Jewish head, but the highest office 
with which thev have to content themselves is that of the Vice Mavor, 
as no Jew would be approved of as Mayor in a town of Poland. 

Most of the shops in the principal thoroughfares, Pilsudski Street 
and Srenkrewiez Street, bear unmistakable Jewish names, but the 
largest number of Jews are emploved in the textile trade. The factories 
had been idle several weeks, us the workers had gone On strike as a 
protest against the decision of the emplovers to reduce wages by half 
The factorv owners themeelves were fighting for existence, for there 
was only enough work to keep them busv half the vear, and the struggle 
was intensified by the support, in the form of both money and food. 
which the strikers received from various parts of Poland. Striking 
seemed to be infectious, for the road-menders were also resting. The 
principal street was “up,” the men having downed tools, although 
the work had been created for thetr particular benefit-as unemploved, 

There is an up-to-date hotel which rejoices in the name of Ritz. 
and from my window on the fourth floor I had an excellent view of 
the public park, whence the dulcet strains of a cafe orchestra wer 
wafted aloft. . The park was full of people strolling about and the 
benches were crowded, whilst. swarms of happy children were scampering 
about. Many of the people, I found when I afterwards entered the 
park, evidently belonged to the unemployed, who sought distraction 
in watching the playing of a fountain or listening spellbound to broad- 
cast music from an empty bandstand. 

A Zionist friend pointed out some of the local characters in tli 
throng and warned me to pay no heed to a gaunt, tragic-looking 
fellow, who was pacing to and fro with a piece of paper in his hand, 
gesticulating and declaiming like an actor, for he was a poor, harmless 
lunatic. We found an agreeable retreat on the café terrace, which. 
though prices were modest, was apparently not popular in these days 
of stress, and there he told me something of the local problems and 
conditions. He spoke with pride of ‘their Hebrew Gymnasium, 
forit was one of the few Jewish higher-grade schools that possessed the 
rights of a public school—a matter of considerable importance to 
pupils intending to enter a university. In the whole of the town there 
were only about 700 Jewish children who attended Yiddish schools ; 
all others went either to Hebrew or Polish schools. There was an 
increasing number of voung Jews who spoke to one another in Hebrew, 
for not only was the Jewish national idea advancing, but the only 
solution of their economic troubles seemed to le in their settlement 
in Palestine. A large contingent of Haluzim had already been provided 
by Bialystok, and there were now various groups ‘or Arbbutzim— 
both voung men and girls—undergoing training in various manual 
occupations, with a view to following in the wake of the earlier pioneers. 
There were also about a hundred Jews with an average capital of 
£2) each who were anxious to be admitted to Palestine as sniall 
manufacturers. They were denying themselves the most elementary 
comforts so as to keep their savings intact. 

Later, in the lobby of my hotel, I chanced upon a character who 
afforded me a little diversion. He was a Rabbi with an ascetic face. 
who had ‘deffed his heavy hat and wore a skull cap, and spoke to me 
alternately in English and French. He told me that he came fom a 
neighbouring town, that -he had already spent some months in England 
and also in America, and that he had been offered a luerative post 
across the Atlantic, but had hesitated to leave Poland because of his 
son. The boy was a wonderful scholar, a most ingenious mathematician, 
a master of ten. languages—in short, an amazing prodigy—and it 
would be a pity to take him away from his school until he. had com- 
pleted his studies. And then the Rabbi began to discourse about the 
number of Hebrew works that he had written, mostly commentaries 
on some medizval commentanes on the Pentateuch, giving samples 
of his exegesis and original interpretatiors, interspersed with polyglot 
quotations, until he was called away by a deputation from the 
Srnagogue Council, | 

IV—CZENSTOCHOWA 

It is a drab industrial city, bisected by a long wide road, along 
which thousands of pilgrims piously trudge every year to the famous 
monastery on the hill, to gaze at the picture of the Madonna with 
legendary wonder-working powers. But it was a normal period of 
the year when I was there, and the benches on the long road were 
occupied by scores of Jews discussing the events of the day and the 
prospects of the future. The Jews formed a fourth of the total popula- 
tion of 120,000, and most of the shops on both sides of the thoroughfare 
hore Jewish names. But business was slack, unemployment was 
widespread, ard anybedy who had ten zloty a week to live on wes 
considered lucky. 

For the last year or two the Jewish community had been rent 
in twain by tke question of the Presidency. A Mizrachi had held 
the office since the end of the War until the last election of the council 
of the community, when the members returned were four Zionists. 
two Agudists, four Artisans and two Democrats. The Artisans joined 
with the Zionists in continued support of a Zionist President, but 
the Polish authorities refused their assent and demanded that the 
office should go to an Agudist. The attitude adopted by the authoritic- 
was part of their policy of increasing interference in the internal afiai~= 
of the Jewish community, which was illustrated by the new Communa! 


Law, of which paragraph 20 prescribed that only religious Jews were 
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entitled to take part in communal elections. They insisted on scrutinis- 
ing the budgets of the Jewish communities and objected to any items 
of which they did not approve, and even required submission of the 
minutes of communal meetings. vet the financial support which thev 
were constitutionally bound to give by the minority clauses of the 
Treaty establishing Poland's independence was not forthcoming. 

The only hope of the youth lay in Palestine, and many were 
anxious to acquire a practical training that would qualify them for 
settlement there. A group of fifty, about equally divided between 
the sexes, were undergoing such a training at a K ibhut- (labour group) 
about three miles out of the tow n, and thither I was driven one after- 
noon in a rickety droschky along a bumpv road. It was originally 
an agricultural farm established by the Jewish Colonisation Association 
many years ago for the training of voung Jews, but after the War 
it was taken over by the Jewish community of Czenstochowa. The 
latter unfortunately incurred a loss on the venture, and it was there- 
upon transferred to a Jewish farmer, who had been running it for 
the last few Vears, 

The voung men and women who were employed there were mostly 
between the ages of eighteen and twenty-five They received two zloty 
(about a shilling and fourpence) per day for their labour, and thev fully 
deserved it, for in summer they worked from three until nine in’ the 

. morning and then again from three in the, afternoon until eight in 
the evening. But their remuneration did not include food, which they 
had to find: for themselves. All the men slept in one dermitory, which 
was by no means large enough for their number. Dinner had just been 
eaten when I visited the place and the table was in disorder, with a 
swarm of flies picnicking on the remnants of food. 
working in the kitchen, bare-footed, 
krces, 

In a field there were youths and girls picking potatoes and onions, 
assisted by several Polish girls, and the superior intelligence of the 
Jewish workers was striking. The field had no regular paths and every- 
where were sand and dust. Suddenly a storm began to threaten and 
we were advised to hurry back to town before there was a downpour. 
The driver whipped his nag and off we went. 

On the way we passed a bearded, healthy-cheeked Jew, who was 
leading a cow to the farm.

My companion dilated on the arduous labour of the youngsters 
we had just left. They were willing to undergo any sacrifice in order 
that they might be able to go to Palestine, where so many of their 
friends were already settled. It was that thought which buoyed them 
up in their days of toil and their nights of discomfort. There was 
also a Kibbutz in town, consisting of fifty young Jews, who were learning 
handicrafts in factories, where they received only one and a half ziot Vv 
per day. 

The revival of enthusiasm for the Zionist cause had led to the 
acquisition of a new hall, which was still adorned with the blre ard 
white strips of paper that were put up to celebrate its inauguration. 
On the walls were portraits of Herzl and other Zionist leaders, ind 
likewise a portrait of the Polish President, flanked by the Polish eagle. 
I met there a number of students, whose varied activities ard am br ions 
seemed a reflex of the motley destini of 


One was studying law at the Cracqw University, where there 
were altogether 1,000 Jewish students im the law faculty: he would 
have liked to study ile’. hut there WAS A clausus mn that 
facultv. Another student, speaking French fluently, had been studving 
medicine for the last three years at the Montpellier University, where 
there were a few hundred Jewish students in the medical depart ment. 
He had to study another three years, and when he returned to Poland 
to practise—since he could not do so in Franee—he would have to 
spend another couple of years in passing examinations in order to 
obtain the requisite permission, He told me that many Jewish students 
had gone to Tours, to learn chemistry as a preliminary to medicine, 
and when their number had risen to 200 the University authorities 
decided to institute a medical course—which was not 


previeushy 
provided—for their benefit in order not to lose them. 


A third youth was studying architecture at Prague, ard he 
yntended going to Italy to enlarge his horizon. A fourth had already 
been taught agriculture at Mikveh Israel and wanted to supplement 
his training at the Agricultural High School in Algeria, but he had 
no money and so he was returning to Palestine. A rather handsome 
young fellow told me.that his ambition was to become a sailor ard 
to help to build up a Jewish fleet. He had been fired with the idea 
by aJewish student from Rumania, who had had to flee after an attack 
on a Cuzist in self-defence. 

They all came to the station to see me off, eagerly discussing 
their plans and their dreams, with courage in their hearts and hoye 
in their eves, 


PENZANCE : 
The Decline and Fall of an Anglo-Jewish Community. 


By Cecil Roth. 


PART I 

The greatest shortcoming of Anglo-Jewish historiography at the 
present time is obvious, but perhaps inevitable. It concerns iteelf 
preponderantly—indeed, almost exclusively—with the community of 
the capital. This is the care particularly with regard to the post- 
resettlement period, from the middle of the seventeenth century 
onwards, The praiseworthy attempts which are being made to trace 
the origins and vicissitudes of some of the more important Provincial 


centres of to-day are not enough to supply this glaring deficienev. For 


it is insufliciently realised, even by the professional student. that the 
distribution of Anglo-.J wry pre VIOUS to the accession of () een 
Victoria, was radically different to that at the present time. A we dding 
is recorded at Rochford, in Essex."in 1791, and another (with full 
panoply of a band of music and upwards of 200 guests) at Godman- 
chester, in Huntingdonshire, in I810, It is hardly likely that a full 
quorum for prayers was to be found permanently in either of these 
places. Properly organs d communities existed, hows ver, even earlier 
than this in several unexpected country centres and small seaport 
towns. Most of there utterly decayed in the course of the nineteenth 
century, and, in many cases, no more than the bare recollection 
now survives. It is hard to believe that synagogues once functioncd— 
ard not so very long ago—in places like Boston, Bedford, Ipswich, 
and Falmouth. Of the King’s Lynn community nothing is now left 
excepting a decayed burial ground and some records in the custedy 
of the United Synagogue. The once thriving Aahal Kadosh of Canter- 
bury (certainly founded not later than 1769, and perhays some time 


earlier) came to an end in our own day. 


The history of the majority of these defunct Jewries will probably 
never be written, from sheer dearth of material. The position from 
this point of view of Penzance, the most remote of all, is more 
fortunate. Its records, from the beginning of the nineteenth century 
down to the period of final deeay, are still extant, and (thanks to the 
courtesy and generosity of Mr. George L. Joseph, of Birmingham) 
member of one of the last surviving families) have now been entrusted 
to the present writer. In attempting to reconstruct from these 
registers the story of Penzance Jewry he feels that he is throwing 
light, not on that community alone, but on the group which it 
repre-cnts, and on the formative period of provincial Anglo-Jewish 
life as a whole. 

As to the date of the earliest settlement of the Jews in Penzance, 
it is difficult to speak with certainty. Jews were to be found in 
Plymouth in the first half of the eighteenth century, and it is highly 


> 


probable that they settled nn the more remote seaport not long aft ¢ 
(This, at least, is the testimony of that zealous, though apostate. 
historian. Moses Margohouth.) In any Case there IS ample evidence 
that they were there hefore the century had closed.(1) As to its 
composition it is not difficult to conjecture. We must imagine one 
or two shopkeepers, or perhaps ship chandlers. who formed the 
aristocracy, and a larger number of itinerant pedlars, ranwmng the 
eountrveide during the week but returning to their homes for the 
Such. in fact. was the origin of 
all, or.almost all, of the provincial Anglo-Jewish communities, and 
of not a few of the Anglo-Jewish aristocracy, of to day Entries in 
the ntl mee 8 Magazine and The Ne Cole ndar prove that the 
profession was not always a safe one, more than one of these wandering 
Jews being wavlaid and:-murdercd in some desolate spot. The record 
of another Cornish Jew,. from the neighbouring harbour town cf 
Falmouth. vives al good general idea of life in these remote centres at 
the period (2) 

‘Bernard Beer a soap boiler, wished to obtain employment at 
the London manufacturers, but the Shabas prevented his obtaining 
any employment unless he sacrificed his religious seruples, which he 
could not do, and he was obliged, against his wishes, to become a pedlar 
of small wares for a sustenance. He struggled on until he arrived at 
Falmouth; there he was hospitably received by Zender Falmouth, 
whose real name was Henry Moses, but in those days any Jew settling 
down within a town and having a certain respectability amongst Jews 
had the name of the town attached to his first name. Zender kept

According to Marzoliouth’s History of the Jews ef Great Britain, IT, 138-9, the com- 
munity was formed about 1740, and organised by a certain Moses Alexander, acquiring a 
synagogue beautifully situated on Parram Hill.” The Falmouth and Penryn Directory 
and Guide of 1864 informs us that the synagogue was established in 1766, and the present 
structure erected in 1806 in Smithick Hill, “* being an excellent and convenient building 
for the performance of their ancient religious worship.” Prior to this there was a emall 
synagogue situated in a courtlage named Hamblyn’s Court (subsequently Dunstan's Court) 
on the site of the present gasworks. A burial ground, adjacent to the Congregational ground, 
midway between Falmouth and Penzance, was presented to the community by Lord 
Dunstanville. In 1851 the community numbered about twenty families, and were occupied 
as merchants or shopkeepers, and were “ femarkable for their sympathy with their poorer 
brethren.”” The mainstay in the firat half of the nineteenth century was Samuel Jacob, a 
son-in-law of Zender Falmouth, who figures so prominently in Israel Solomon's Reminiscences. 
On his death, in 1852, his son took over his position, being succeeded in turn by one of his 
sons. After 1880 the community fell into eomplete decadence. The synagogue—the outside 
of which still bears a Hebrew inscription—is now used as a carpenter's shop. A Scroll of 
the Law, together with an antique pair of silver bells (at present on exhibition at the Jewish 
Museum), was transferred to the Hampstead Synagogue, London, and other of the 
appurtenances to the convict prison at Parkhurst, Isle of Wight. An early member of the 
Falmouth community appears to have been Isaac Polaek, of the adjacent township of 
Penryn, letters of administration over whose property were cranted to his daughter in 17C4, 
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a stock of buckles, small cutlery, jewellery and watches to supply to 
hawkers, and gave credit to young men on certain conditions, and, 
where it wa hnecessary, advanced money to obtain the hawker s 
The conditions were to return every Friday early enough to

to be found in all the roads and towns of England The landlord 
then especialls to gain their custom, kept a cupboard or closet con- 
tainme cooking utensils entirels for their use. so that they might 
eat kosher. The landlord kept the cupboard locked and guarded the 
key on his own person, and when a Jew used the utensils he saw to 
the cleaning of them, and before putting them awav he wrote with 
chalk within the bottom of the utensil his name, day of the-month 
and year, with the pertion from the law read on the Sabbath of that 
week—all in Hebrew. Some of these hotels were in the centre of 
populated districts, and the pedlars going the rounds of the district 
would congregate on a Friday evening at these hotels and stav over 
Saturday, and on Sunday they trudged again on their laborious rounds 
They generally formed a club, and one of the number, who was 
licensed by the rabbi to slaughter animals, was paid by the club for 
one day s loss of profit from his business to get to the hotel on Friday 
early enough to kill animal or poultry, purchase fish, etc., and either 
cook or superintend it that it should be quite hosher by the time the 
brotherhood came there and ushered in the Sabbath, gladly singing 
hymns, and after a copious but frugal repast some Hebrew literature 
or tales of the past and present were related by one or the other. . e 

Before the first deeade of the nineteenth century had closed, the 
community of Penzance had increased sufhciently to set about the 
construction of a synagogue building (hitherto, presumably, they had 
worshipped in a private house, or in temporary accommodation). The 
edifiee, situated in New Street, was “* very handsome,” and a credit to all 
concerned, according to Margoliouth’s testimony. To signalise the 
event they purchased an account book at the cost of two shillings 
and sixpence, and from this date—1I807—the records commence. 
The ground rental of the synagogue appears to have been six guineas, 
while the amount outstanding for the construction of the new edifice 
(obviously plain and austere to a degree) was some £120. The com- 
munity’owned also a burial ground, the rent of which was one guinea 
per annum (afterwards increased—no doubt in consequence of ex- 
tensions—to three guineas). The synagogal furniture does not seem 
to have been very copious, for the congregation as such owned only 
one seroll of the law, with its appurtenances, and a curtain for the 
Ark. The congregational library consisted apparently of a copy of the 
Midrash Rabbah. This attenuated supply could, however, be supple- 
mented. when occasion arose, from private sources. 

The enterprise of the community in erecting its svnagogue is all 
the more striking in view of the fact that it comprised at this period 
no more than six householders. though there must be added to this 
number in all probability a few poor pedlars and others. The com- 
munal Mwe-:enas: was Asher Laemle ben Eleazar, known as Lemon 
Hart, a distiller, subsequently to become one of the largest spirits 
merchants in the country, who for many vears held the contract: for 
supplying the British Navy with rum, that all-important accessor) 
of Nelson's victories.(5) His family had already been established 
at Penzance for some time; his father, Lazarus Hart, who 
had died in 1803 at the age of 64, and his grandfather, © Rabbi ” 
Abraham Hart, who had passed away in 1784(4), and had enjoyed 
some reputation as a scholar, both having apparently been local 
residents. Lemon Hart was now perpetual Parnass (Warden). He 
had contributed £20 to the building fund, and his annual subscription 
was set down at 10 guineas. Next to him in prominence was his 
brother-in-law, Hayim b, Benjamin, known as Hyman Woolf, the 
perpetual treasurer, The other members were the latter's son Lemon 
Woolf, Elias Magnus, Henry Ralph, and L. Jacobs. In addition, the 
Parnass of the Bristol community and Jacob Emden, of the same 
place, had given financial assistance in the work of construction. 

The opening of the new Synagogue was signalised by the drawing 
up of a code of regulations. Considering the prevailing monetary 
straits, it is not surprising that these were largely concerned with 
financial matters. It was enacted that any person called to the Reading 
of the Law on Sabbaths or Festivals should offer at least sixpence 
to the building fund and as much more to the congrexation (on other 
occasions, a threepenny offering would be deemed Every 
Sabbath morning in the summer, service was to begin at & o'clock, 
and in the winter at 8.30. If any member failed to attend service, 
or arrived late without proper excuse, he was to pay threepence. 
(in the occasion of a marriage or circumeision, or of the prayers on 
the anniversary of the death of a parent (Jahrzeit), all members must 
help to make up the necessary quorum of ten, under penalty of a 
fine of half a guinea. 

The early members originated exclusively, or almost exclusively, 
from Poland. The Polish rite of prayers, we are informed, had been 
in use in the congregation “from its earliest days.” It is, indeed, 
‘loubtful whether more than one or two were of native birth. All 
could sign their names in Hebrew ; one or two could not, apparently,

at very short notice. Solomon Johnson, a new member in 1825, signs 
himself “ Johson “’: the brothers Davidson, at the same period, wer 
unable to get nearer than ~ Dawidson ”; while another prominent 
member wavers between Henry David, Henry Levin and Henry Lavin, 
The regulations of 1807 were composed as a matter of course in Yiddish 
Subsequently the accounts were kept in the vernacular, interspersed 
with one or two Hebrew words—which, as time went on, came to ly 
phenomenally mis-spelled. Formal contracts or similar arrangement. 
continued to be drawn up in Hebrew or in Yiddish. 

The congregational staff was necessarily economical to a degree, 
Though at one prosperous interlude we read of a Beadle, at a salars 
of a few pence weekly, it was generally a one-man position; and tly 
one man had perforce to see to many matters. The main requirement 
was a reader and shochet; but activities extended, im fact 
far bevond this. An agreement of I817 lays down the functions 
of the communal factotum (the Rar, or Rebbe. as they called hiny) in 
detail. He was to slaughter animals for food whenever any of hi. 
employers should require it; to porge the meat (attending at the 
market twice weekly for a couple of hours for this purpose, as we 
learn from another record); to instruct the children belonging to the 
congregation in Hebrew and cognate subjects ; to supervise the cleaning 
of the Svnagogue ; to conduct Divine service ; to read the Law; to 
prepare the Scrolls for the next day, on the eve of Sabbaths and 
Festivals : to bind the Palm Branches on the Feast of Tabernacles , 
and to procure the willow twigs on Hosanna Rabba. In addition, 
according to the original regulations, he was to collect week by week 
all offerings made by members. He had to recite the Megilla on 
Purrm, and to supervise the preparation of the flour on Passover 
Finally, every Sabbath he was te conduct a lesson for adults im the 
forenoon, In return for all this, he enjoved the princely salary of 
some £40, or a little less, per annum. 

[t is not surprising, under such circumstances, that there was 
a constant ra et vient of incumbents, few of whom seem to have 
exceeded, or even completed, the term of two vears for which they 
were engaged. We read in rapid succession of R. Moses and R, Feivet 
and R. Selig and R. Aaron and R. Moses Levi and R. Hirsch and 
Hart Symons and Abraham Joseph. One or two (like the last named, 
a German by birth) settled down in Penzance and became members 
of the Community, after their period of office was ended. The most 
scholarly of all (to judge from the elegant Hebrew contract which 
he drew up, in 1817) was Moses. son of Rabbi Judah Leib. Dayyan 
of Frankfort-on-Main. The R. Feivel mentioned above is perhaps 
to be identified with Philip Samuel, son of the Secretary of the Warsaw 
Community, who set up in business at Vilna as a silk merchant and 
mnexpressibly seandalised his contemporaries by refusing to take a 
minyan with him when he went to Danzig on business. He was a 
well-known figure in Moscow, at a time when a house in which a Jew 
had set foot would be scrubbed out with holy water, Ruined through 
the cracking of the ice while he was crossing a frozen river with his 
property, he made his way to England, where Solomon Hirschell, 
then Chief Rabbi, secured him his appointment at Penzance. Here 
he dabbled in business, being employed by Lyon Joseph. of Falmouth, 
to purchase gold for Government use, and then settled at Saint Austell 
as jeweller with a fellow countryman. Ultimately, he went to Lisbon, 
being one of the creators of the Jewish Community of that city and 
the first English Jew to enter into touch with the romantic renimant 
of the Marranos (5) Hardly less extraordinary was a certain Itahan 
‘4ew—Elthanan Joseph Mortara (apparently a son of Hayim Solomon 
Levi Mortara, Rabbi of Verona)\—who officiated at Penzance in 1S815- 
[8i4. What strange vicissitude, what curious eddy, can have thrown 
him up in this remote backwater, in such incongruous surroundings ? 
It is a problem the solution of which we are never likely to know. 


One is apt to regard the period under consideration’ as a halevon 
age, when life was easy and everything was cheap. This was not so 
in all respects. It was before the days of railways, and conveyance 
proved extraordinarily expensive for a Community so distant as 
Penzance. Even correspondence was a costly item: When a new 
shochet was engaged, his journey from London by stage wagon took 
upwards of a week, and his expenses might be as much as {6—some- 
thing hke one-sixth of his annual salary. The citron for Tabernacles 
cost one guinea, but its transmission, by express, came to &s, Td., 
with a shilling more for postage. Similarly, the carriage on a now 
slaughterer’s knife, costing only 13s., totalled no less than 7s. %d 

Needless to savy, the Community, though small, was punctilious 
in its attachment to tradition. Hyman Woolf had a Mrkva in his 
private house, the use of which he allowed to the congregation rr 
return for a consideration of two guineas yearly (subsequently, i! 
seems, increased to twice that amount). We have seen how the members 
retained the ancestral devotion to study, arranging a weekly lesson 
each Sabbath for the adults, as well as elementary instruction for the 
children. There were special arrangements for the traditional watch- 
night of “learning” on the eve of Pentecost and of Hosanna Rabb. 
The communal factotum received a special fee for his exertions on 
these occasions, and provision was made out of the congregational 
funds for spirits and refreshments to enliven the proceedings. 

The problem of the poor is always with Jewry; and, notwith- 
standing the distance, persons in need of assistance managed to penc- 
trate even to Penzance. Charitable donations appear to have taken 
up quite a considerable proportion of the slender budget of the Com- 
munity. According to the original regulations of 1807, the Treasurer

The congre gation was, then, something more than an institution 
for the purpose of maintaining a Synagogue, It had a corporate life 
of ifs Own. New mem bers had to submit themselves oO election and 
to pay a fee on entry. In addition to this there was, of course, the 
annual subscription, the amount of which would not be considered 
neghaible even to day. A vote took pla eon every fresh hate . and 
sometimes (as we shall see) there were expulsions, as well as admit- 
tances. A tell-tale motion was passed in 1826 to the effect that “ anv 
Member that shall devulge (sic) OF disclose anv of the proceedings 
this day or in future, shall be fined 10s, 6d,”’ :

THE JEW IN ENGLISH SLANG. 
By J. Rumyaneck. 


la an. article that appeared some time ago in Tur 
(CHRONICLE (1) 1t was shown how valuable a sourcé for the under- 
standing of the socral and economic position of Anglo-Jewry over a 
century and a half ago were the popular music-hall songs and ditties 
of that period. In this paper a similar attempt to glean historical

Smouch or 
‘Sheenv may be thrown 
This word became very widespread in England after 1770, 
when a large number of uncouth Ashkenazim settled in this country. 
Iy Datch the word Snous sigaified a German Jew, this possibly 
bung a variant of Mousyce or Mousje, which is Dutch for Moses. - It 
1s interesting to note that in German Schmus means talk or patter, 
and that in the Ilebrew and Yiddish Shmuoth and Schmuoss it 
means tales or news. This has suggested the explanation that the 
terms ““Smouse”’ or “Smouch” owe their origin to the persuasive 
eloquence of the Jewish pediars. 

According to the New English Dictionary the first reference to 
the word * Smouse ” appears in 1705, when we find the following 
simile: *“* They are as Impertinent and Noisie as the Smouse or 
German Jews at their S ynagogue in Amsterdam. (2) In 1761 we hear 
of an insinuating ‘* Smouse ” who provides a young lady with bobs 
or drops (earrings).(3) Macklin, the play wright, uses the word in his 
Man of the World, written in 1785. *‘* I honour the Smouse . . . it 


was dev lish clever—the Jew distilling the Beeshop’s brains.” 
appeared first in print it seems 


‘Smouch,” the variant of Smouse,”’ 
in 1765, indicating that the word had been used in speech for some 
time. Johnston writes that he hates the Spanish inquisitors ever 
since he saw them roast some poor **Smouches ’’ at Lisbon because 
they would not eat pork({4) Richard Cumberland, the first dramatist 
to depict the Jew in a favourable light, tells of an incident he witnessed 
in a London theatre in 1785, when a gang of roughs noticed some Jews 
sitting in the gallery. ‘* Smoke the Jew. . Throw him overboard 
says another, hand over the Smoutch.”(5) In 1826 Scott writes in 
his journal that he took lessons in oil-painting “from a little Jew 
animaleule ; a smouch called Burrell.”’(6) As late as 1842 Barham, 
in his Ingoldshy Legends, writes of a pedlar who complains: ~* You 
find fault mit ma pargains and say I’m a Smouch.’’(7) 

Whatever the explanation, this word died out or was supplanted 
by **Sheeny,’’ which is still in use to-day. Its origin is wrapped in 
obscurity, and while some maintain it comes from the Yiddish schon, 
meaning beautiful, it is supposed to be by others a Houndsditch term 
applied to cheap gem3. Sheeny’’ came into speech in the second 
decade of the nineteenth century and 1824 records its appearance in 
print. In 1828 Egan tells of a ** good day’ s play among the Sheenies.”’(8) 
Thackeray uses the word in 1847: ‘* Sheeny and Moses are smoking 
their pipes before their lazy shutters in Seven Dials.’ (9) In 1862 he 
writes : * [shall let old Abraham, the Sheeny, have it at four pant

of Jewish origin in their slang applications. The Hebrew word 
Abaddon means a destroyer. Ina report of the Tral of the Gold Dust 
Robbery we read: “ The prisoner, Money Moses, better known among 
thieves and fences as Moses the abaddon, has been to my knowledge 
for the last twenty years a receiver and dealer in stolen property.” 
The word * Aaron "Was also applied to the chef of a gang of thieves. 

The word ** Swindler,”° which was originally slang, has an interesting 
history. About 1762 it was introduced into London by German Jews 
and began to be used by Londoners as synonymous with German 
Jews. The definition of ** Swindler ”’ as given in an early slang dictionary 
is: **One who obtains goods on credit by false pretences and sells 
them for ready money at any price in order to make up a purse; this 
name is derived front the German word Schwindlen, to totter, to be 
ready to fall, these arts being generally practised by persons on the 
totter or just ready to break; the term swindler has since been used 
to signify cheats of everv kind.” A very vivid description of a swindle 
over a hundred years ago, of a kind that is even perpetrated te-day, 
is given by Pierce Egan in Real Life in London, published in 1821, 
He writes :— 

‘Three or four swell Jews contrive to hire a large house with 
some spare rooms in the City that are turned into warehouses, in which 
are a number of casks, boxes, etc., filled with sand; and also a large 
quantity of sugar loaves in appearance, which are only clay done 
up in blue paper, but corded and made up with great nicety. 

‘An elegant counting house is likewise furnished with bdoks 
and other apparatus, to deceive the eye and the appearance of exten- 
sive business, great regularity and a large propertv. The Clerks in 
attendance are a set of Jews who are privy to the scheme and equally 
ready at fraud as those who profess to be the principals. 

“A dining-room elegantly furnished upon the mace (mace is a 
person who carries all the appearance of a great and rich man, with 
servants, carriages, ete., for the purpose of defrauding tradesmen and 
others by all manner of plans most calculated to entrap the parties 
they intend to dupe), receives vou whenever it is necessary to admit 
of vour visit; a Black Servant opens the street-door and the foot 
of the staircase presents surtouts, boots, livery cloths, a large blue 
coat with yellow cape, and habiliments in which the opulent array 
their servants. With these and similar merchant-like appearances, 
Trade is commenced and persons dispatched to provincial manu-

Jew Bail,’ Straw Bail” or Qaeer Bail” ; that 1s, the practice 
of Jews fraudulently offering themselves as security.

In 1795 we get 
another definition of ~ Jew Bail,” which is as follows : ** Insuthcient 
bail—commonly Jews who for a sum of money will bail any action 
whatsoever, and justify ; that is, swear to their sifhciency, but when 
calied on are not to be found.” In 1797 Robinson writes : “* He did 
the deep ones with Jew Bail till thev were up to the trick. (15) In 
the same vear Archenholtz, a German visitor to England recounts, 
this incident : * T was witness of a very singular scene between Lord 
Mensheld and a Grerman Jew, who uh yyy ared at his bar all in ravs, 
This fellow came with great effrontery to offer himself as security 
for £500 Lord Mansfield expressed some doubts as to the pecuniary 
circumstances of this surety; but the Jew, taking from. his pockets 
several bank-bills, asked his Lordship in a sarcastic manner if he knew 
that money. Lord Mansfield was silent and the security accepted. 
It is more than probable that some of the nch Jews who were present 
had slipped the notes into his hands to serve the particular purpose. (1 1) 
Another closely connected word with Jewish connotation is “ Buffer, 

which is defined as a man who takes an oath—genet ijlv apphed to

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Since many Jews were always engaged in the clothing industry, 
with all its ramifications, from “ole clo” buying to keeping slop 
shops, we find a slang word ** Abraham, © meaning a cheap and trash) 
slop shop, hundreds of which were located iii the seaports and in the 
East End of London. Here slop garments made of shoddy cloth formed 
the staple commodity, together with second-hand clothes. In the 
‘fifties we find the more limited words ** Benjamin ” and ** Joseph,’ 
meaning coat, derived from the well-known tailors with those names. 
To the boxing profession we are indebted for a word that has unfor- 
tunately died out—* Mandozy ““—which was a term of endearment. 
[ts connection with that valiant Jewish boxer Mendoza is, of course 
obvious, Business gave us a number of terms that were frequently 
apphed to Jews, ius cent-per-cent, meaning usurer, and SIXty 
per cent. meaning a bill discounter. Smear gelt referred to 
bribe, and the word ‘* Shekel,’ which had been a umit of gold in 
England in 1560, was probably reintroduced through Jewish influenc: 
Byron in 1825. wrote the following lines :— 


** No land of Canaan full of milk and honey. 
Nor (save mm paper Shekels) ready money. — 

Toward the end of the nineteenth century we meet with words 
that never had a wide currency. “ Jews’ Poker’ is one of them 
in a newspaper we read: * Deceased used to get her living lighting 
the Jews’ fires on Saturdays. She was what was known as a Jews’ 
Poker."(15) The Daily Telegraph, which was established by Joseph 
Mose: Levy, was known as the * Daily Levy.” Finally Jewish words 
creep into the language and become quite current. *‘ Kosher ° under 
the form of **Coshar” is met with as early as 185). Mavhew(16) 
tells us that the “‘ meat killed according to the Jewish law is known 
as Coshar.” Pecuharly cnough the same werd in cant signified a short 
iron bar used for purposes of assault. Later this word was used to 
express anything that was right or correet. “Shicksa, or ““Shickser, 
is not found in English writing until 1899, and signified anv female 
servant not of the Jewish faith. Binstead(17) has this senten: 
‘No, Mr. Motzaberger, savas the schweet young Shiksa. © He also 
uses the word (variations are and 
*Shimozzel to mean a fix or a difheulty It was through no 
restlessness or extravagance that he was in the Shlemozzle(1s) . 
To Zangwill, in 1892, we owe the word “Schnorrer,” and in 189% 
this word was first used by the Daily Chronicle: ** The crowd of half 
starved immigrants, consisting of hawkers and schnorrers, who are 
the plague of the Board of Guardians.”(19) As a result of the con- 
tinued depression this word is in way of becoming established 
in the English language

Die Philosophie des Judentums.” 


By Julius Guttmann. (Munich, M. 7.50).

The “Phenomenology of the Hebrew Spirit”” has yet to be 
written, but when our Hegel Judaicus begins his task, he will now 
possess one frieze of scholarship, Palladian and well-chiselled, with 
which to beautify his structure. The highest tribute we can offer 
to Prof. Guttmann’'s masterpiece of judicious compression, is to term 
it “the right book atthe right time”; the “ right time 
constructive Jewish philosophy asks itself," What is living and what 
is dead in Medieval Jewish theology and ethics?" Having sought 
in vain for spiritual bandages in the contemporary medicine-chest, 
we are prone nowadays to look up old prescriptions. We think 
backwards in order to think forwards. But to grasp and assess our 
speculative heritage was noteasy. We knew of scattered monographs 
or doxographies badly strung together, but we lacked a unified 
und authoritative guide-book to the territory as a whole. 
Qur last excuses for metaphysical . “ laissez-faire” have 
finally vanished. For now, in a_ well-produced and agree. 
ubly bound volume of 412 pages, the distinguished son of a 
distinguished father, gardeners both in a common Vineyard, has 
presented us with a morphology of Hebrew thought-types from 
their “dim and inscrutable origins,” right up to their most modern 
and authentic restatement inthe competent handsof Hermann Cohen. 
but Dr. Guttmann's “ Guide to Guide for the Perplexed " is also the 

right book.” Not only is it enriched by the labours of its 
predecessors, but it marks an advance bevond them. It has a sifted 
clarity of its own. The reconstruction is itself a fresh construction. 
Neumark, to whom we owe so much. was always suggestive and 
frequently brilliant, but judgment and the sense of arrangement 
were not his strong points. Husik is lucid and well-balanced, but 
somewhat lacking in speculative grasp—Non omnes omnia possunt 
~and in any case his admirable “ History” terminates with the 
Medievals. Ueberweg's History of Philosophy is informative as far 
us it goes, but it does not go very far. The path is narrow and often 
inisleading. Hence the need of the “ right book” for the non- 
specialist who wishes to feel secure. | 

The work falls into three main divisions. The first treats of the 
development of Jewish thought in the Bible, Hellenistic theosophy, 
and the Talmud. The second (pages 55-300) takes us through the 
Middle Ages, the “ Scholastic" epoch of apologetic and adjustment. 
External forms are freely borrowed, but the spirit beneath lives its 
own life, and is strengthened by the impact. Tradition driven into 
self-defence is forced into self-clarification. Four chapters describe 
the Islamic cultural milieu, the calamity of the Kalam, an imposing

array of Neoplatonizers ‘nowadays highly prized when Bergson 
biologizes Plotinus), Aristotelians warm and lukewarm. and “ free. 
lances.’ who tilted against Peripateticism with weapons borrowed 
from the Stagirites armoury. Chapter five traces the twilight in 
Spain, and in a specially interesting section leads on to the larger 
air of Italy and Humanism. With delight we pause in that Platonic 
Paradise where the cult of Intellectual Beauty opens up pastures 
new. The closing sub-section deals with the tiresome question of 
Jewish influences on Spinoza. The importance of our Medievals 
is not that they preluded Benedict, but that they devised fresh 
materials for ancient patterns. Their influence, incidentally, on 
the English Deists is historically important and perhaps not 
sufficiently recognised. Part three leads us on to the “Aufkliirung.” 
Mendelssohn and Cohen are the twin luminaries on this horizon. 
Formstecher, Hirsch, and Lazarus are stars ofa lower order. The 
words are many, but the bright ideas are few. There are. in addition, 
a general “ Einleitung,’ a bibliographical “ Wegweiser,” critical 
notes and references, indices of names and subjects, and even a 
select list of Hebrew and Arabic “Buchstibe.” Dr. Guttmann favours 
Pazranut and is lavish with his gifts. The style, like Newtonian 
time, “ flows equably.” It reveals intellectual mastery and cannot 
conceal fineness and catholicity of feeling. 

Now for a few grambles. What has happened to Solomon 
Maimon? What is the solution of the “ Mystery of the missing 
Maimon’’? Surely S. D. Luzzatto and Ben-amozegh deserve the 
tribute of a passing glance. Why is “Achad-Ha'am”™ excluded 
from a history of Jewish thought? This elimination of ron. 
professionals is too great a concession to the “ Great-God system. 
is Samson Raphael Hirsch to be jettisoned because he did not play 
categories according to the rules? If Carlyle, Coleridge, and Renan 
are included by Hoffding in modern philosophy, it seems ungenerous 
to banish from our Jewish Pardes such influential thinkers, each of 
whom has his own vision, which he states freshly, provocatively, 
nud well. Certain omissions in the Bibliography might suggest 
that the author views things a little too much swvh specie Teutoni. 
fatis Because such an aspersion is utterly unjust, we would 
commend slight amplifications in subsequent editions. Incidentally. 
« chronological table would help us to get a bird's-eye view of 
speculative streams that intersect, conflow or converge. 

We have left to the last one of the external graces of the book, 
a carefully chosen and charming portrait of a mild and kindly 
Maimonides, impressively head-geured, Veritably “a hooded Eagle 
amid blinking owls.” That this work merits translation into 
English and Hebrew is too obvious to labour.

The Chairman, Mr. Joseru H. JAcons, in presenting the Annual 


Report, said that the income for 1932 was £5,179 against £5,494 for 


the previous year showing a decrease of £5314, As tlrat fall came on 
top. of an earlier one amounting to £347, they would realise that 
the aggregate loss over the two years Was a serious matter. 
The final surplus had now almost vanished. As 
fact, for 19382 there would have been no surplus if it were not 
for the Seven Year Covenant Scheme. If it were not that the 
Head Office -had that year remitted certain 


items, the Svyna- 
gogue would have been faced with a deficit. 


Mr. Jacobs thanked 
the. Canvassing Committee for their. excellent work in trving 
to get new members. It was with the deepest regret that he 
had to record the passing away of anumber of their members during 
the year, In particular the late Mr. H. Strauss, who was for many 
vears a valuable and esteemed member of the Board. The Chair 
man referred to the good work of the Ladies’ Guild, particularly in 
supervising the Synagogue vestments, and said that he 
that they would develop the social side of the Svnagogue. 
The Free Services for the High Festivals were hela “at 
the Adolph “Tuck Hall. of the new Communal Centre. The 
services were most successful and their warmest thanks were 
due to those who organised and conducted the services. The Chair- 
man thanked those members of the Congrégation who had very 
kindly contributed gifts to the Svnagogue, and the Ladies’ Guild for 
the gift of a Sefer Torah mantle. He referred tothe good work 
that the West Central Jewish Lads’ Clhib was continuing to do in 
the mnmediate neighbourhood, and to the success of the Svnagogcue 
Religion Classes which now had a roll of over 100 with a very good 
average attendance. They would have noticed from the list ol 
nominations that Mr. Alwarez had decided not to stand for office. 
He had been Financial Representative of that Synagogue for a 
cousiderable number of years and had done. exceedingly valuable 
work. He took that opportunity of tendering the Congregation’s 
most cordial thanks to Mr. Alvarez. The Chairman, in conclusion, 
referred to events in Germany and appealed to the members to 
contribute liberally to the appeal that had now been issued. 

Mr. A. ALVAREZ, J.P., in seconding the motion: for the adoption 
of the report, said that only fifty-four members had signed the 
Seven Year Covenant. He suggested that new members be asked 
to sign it when they applied for membership. In supporting the 
appeal for German Jewry, Mr. Alvarez said that every effort should 
be made by the Board of Management to get in touch with every 
Jewish resident in the. neighbourhood. Something more than the 
mere appeal circular was required. 

Mr. DesmMonpb A. TUCK proposed a vote of thanks to Mr. Alvarez 
for all the work he had done on behalf the Synagogue. 

Mr. EpmMuND A. PHILLIPS seconded the vote of thanks. to 
Mr. Alvarez. : 

The Rev. MICHAEL ADLER said that on Shevuoth he would have 
completed thirty years as their minister, and in July next he would 
reach the age limit for retiring, having completed forty-three years 
in the service of the United Synagogue. He thanked all the 
members for the kindnesses shown to him.

cern that there was such a small proportion of the Congregation 
who availed themselves of the opportunity of appreciating the 
talents which were brought to the performance of their duties on 
Sabbaths by the Ministers, the Revs. E. Levine and I. Goldston. Mr. 
(;oldston had again rendered eflicient service in his capacity as 
Secretary, and had shown his readiness at all times to assist the 
Hion. Officers in their work. The Board expressed its thanks to the 
Rey. E. Levine for carrying on single-handed the entire services in 
the absence. through indisposition, of Mr. Goldston. The choir, 
under Mr. Radom. continued to give satisfaction. The Ladies’ Com- 
mittee, under the direction of Mesdames S. H. Emanuel! and Barnett, 
rendered invaluable assistance to the Congregation in many ways. 
The Chairman sympathetically referred to the large number of 
members who had passed away during the vear. The services of 
the late Mr. D. M. Davis, who was choirmaster for over tifty years, 
he said, would long be remembered. During the year large sums 
had been Yaised for various Charities. The contributions towards 
the Classes had been poor, and a further appeal would shortly be 
made tothe Congregation for increased subscriptions. Over £675 
had been contributed by the Synagogue towards the deficit syna- 
gogues. The congregation had reason to be proud of the success 
achieved by the Synagogue Classes, under the supervision of Mr. 
(roldston ; and their thanks were due to him and the teaching staff. 
Mr. Rossdale moved the adoption of the Annual Report. 

Mr. DoxiLp E. L. SAMUEL, in seconding the motion, submitted 
“© plan to form an association of young men to interest themselves 
in the work of the Congregation, and to whom certain privileges 
would be given. The meeting approved the suggestion. The 
Keport was adopted. 

Mr. Lesiie W. COHEN submitted the financial statement, which 
was adopted. | 


The CHATRMAN thanked his colleagues, Messrs. Donald Samuel 
and Leslie Cohen, for their loyal co-operation, and the Board of 
Management for their assistance. 

Letters were read from the Joint Foreign Committee and the 
Central British Fund for German Jewry appealing for support for 
the Fund. 

The Rey. E. Levine referred to the good work done by the 
Wardens, which, he said, was deeply appreciated. He appealed to 
the members to encourage their friends to attend the Synagogue 
services.

Mr. I. LANDAU was in the Chair and, in proposing the adoption 
of the Annual Report and Balance-sheet, said that the main feature 
of the past year’s activity was the proposed amalgamation with the 
Finsbury Park Synagogue. Afier briefly outlining the history of the 
scheme, Mr. Landau said that so far as hé was concerned, he hop od 
that the present Dalston Svnagogue would continue to function 
in its present position and, with the passage of time, would 
again be a live force. He looked forward to the celebration 
of the. Synagogue’s Jubilee in two years’ time. Mr. Landau 
then dealt with the negotiations regarding the amalgamation 
scheme and said that all through he had acted to protect 
the interests of the members of the Synagogue. Sir Robert 
Waley Cohen had said that if the Dalston Svnagogue would not 
accept any scheme of amalgamation, the United Synagogue would 
proceed as it thought fit. Letters were then read from the United 
Svnagogue in which it was stated that the £30,000 scheme had been 
abandoned for the present but that an alternative scheme might be 
necessary in the future. In this connection, a site at 218, Green 
Lanes had been acquired for future needs. The United Synagogue 
hoped for the co-operation of both the Finsbury Park and Dalston 
S\nagogues in the future development of the scheme. 

Mr. A. LISSACK, In seconding the adoption of the Report and 
Balance-sheet, said that in its comments on the amalgamation 
scheme, THE JEWISH CHRONICLE had used the words “ force majeur. 
and that was what. it had been allalong. Thev had all been totally 
inisled throughout the whole business. 

Mr. M. HYAMS spoke of the action of three members of the sul 
Committee appointed in connection with the amalgamation scheme 
iu dissociating themselves from a decision of the Board of Manage. 
ment. It was true that the United Synagogue had abandoned the 
scheme but only for the present. If he thought that the Dalston 
Synagogue could carry on alone, he would be the last person to 
ndvocate the resumption of negotiations. The present plight of the 
Dalston Synagogue could not continue indefinitely ; a breaking point 
must ultimately come. Therefore, it was best that they explore 
further any scheme for bettering the Synagogue’s position. 

Mr. LD. WritZzMan said they could not ignore thie fact that the 
United Synagogue had promised the Finsbury Park Synagogue 
assistance. If they stood aside and bet the United Svnagogue pro- 
ceed, there could be only one result—the Dalston Synagogue would 
suffer a mortal blow. He did not ask them to continue negotiations 
with a view to committing the congregation to any further scheme 
but to hold a watching brief and explore every avenue to co-opera 
tion. Otherwise, they would surely be finally forced to come in 
as a sort of junior partner to the Finsbury Park Synagogue. 
Mr. Weitzman appealed to the meeting to set aside sentiment 
and look upon the matter from a practical point of view. If they 
held aloof, a Synagogue would be built at 218, Green Lanes; and the 
Dalston Synagogue would be placed in a very awkward predica. 
ment. Sofarasthe three dissentient members of the sub-committee 
were concerned, he could say on their behalf that they had acted 
for the interests of the seatholders and in accordance with their 
own personal honour. 

In the lengthy discussion which followed, Mr. A. L. Bard said the 
sub-committee was appointed by the Board of Management, whose 
wishes they should have respected. 

Mr. SLDNEY SPANJER, retiring Financial Representative, speaking 
on the Balance-sheet, said he regretted to present such a pitiable 
report on the condition of the Dalston Synagogue. Outside the 
Relig.on Classes, they had no activities. There was an enormous 
number of vacant seats. He said that local Jewry did not want the 
Synagogue. (Disturbance). Out of 300 members, about 75 lived 
in the immediate neighbourhood. What chance had the.75 for 
carrying on the present Dalston Synagogue? Let them not ignore 
the United Synagogue. That body had paid £4,000 to balance 
Dalston Synagogue deficits in ten years; and it was owed two sums 
of £1,000, They could not be truculent in such circumstances. The 
Balance-shest figures told their own ‘sorry tale. The income had 
dropped by £300, and there were decreases in other directions. 
They had economised up to the hilt—they had, in the process, 
made many false economies. tle appealed to them to see what the 
Finsbury Park Synagogue authorities were doing. 

Mr. A. I. BARD said that although he appreciated Mr. Spanjer's 
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practical remarks, he did not think an income of over £2.600 showed 
so much decadence in the Synagogue's affairs. After all. religion 
was not altogether a matter of pounds, shillings and pence. 

Mr. I. LANDAU said that as bad as the figures were. the prais® of 
the Senior Treasurer of the United Synagogue had been earned by 
the Synagogue in respect of its response to the Covenant Scheme. _ 

The Report and Balance-Sheet were adopted. 

After Mr. E. Stmons had withdrawn his motion urging the con 
tinuance of the negotiations with the Finsbury Park Synagogue. 
because “the situation had become too complicated,” , 

Mr. D. WEITZMAN proposed: 

That this meeting instructs the Hon. Officers and Board of Management ¢t> 
appoint a sub-committee t» negotiate in regard tt) amalvamation with th: 


Finsbury Park Synagogue, the report of such sub-committees to b 


submitted 
to the members and the United Synagogue for approval. 


He saidthat the motion did not commit the Dalston Synagogue. 
lt only left the avenue open for agreement. 

Mr. S. H. VAN DER LINDE seconded the motion. 

Mr. [. LANDAU urged the members seriously to consider the 
implications of the motion. They had lost and were losing members. 
because of the unrest and indecision caused by the scheme. 

Mr. A. Lissack asked what was the position of other Synagogues 
in relation to the scheme. He believed that if a new Synagogu 
were built, the New Synagogue, Egerton Road, would be serious! 
affected. 

A further protracted discussion ensued. Then Mr. I. Landas 
proposed an amendment to Mr. Weitzman’s motion: 

That it be an instraction to any sub-committee appointed to consider 
any amalgamation scheme for the Dalston and Finsbury Park Synagogues that 
they do not approve of any scheme involving the transfer of the site of 
present Dalston Synagogue. 

The amendment, which then became the substantive motion. 
was carried by 20 votes to 9. 

Many tributes were paid to Mr. Sidney Spanjer for his excellent 
work for the Synagogue as Financial Representative. Mr. Spanjer 
made it clear that with regard tothe amalgamation controversy. 
he and those with him were not actuated by personal motives, and 
he was sure that Mr. Landau and other members of the Board of 
Management would realise that. Mr. Landau said that their personal 
friendships were still as strong as ever. They had all been working 
for the welfare of the general congregation, although they had tried 
to reach their ends by different ways. 

The following motions by Councillor H. NEWMAN were passed 

That the Board of Management be instructed to carry into effect the recom- 
mendations of the Committee of Enquiry into the possibility of extending the 
Synagogue’s influence and communal services as far as practicable. 

That Members’ Meetings be held every six months, to give opportunity for 
discussing the problems arising in connection with the Synagogue.

Under the will of the late Mr. Herbert Bentwich the sum of £125 
was left for the purpose of endowing a medal, in connection with 
the Synagogue, for the encouragement of the study of Jewish 
history. A register of births had been started by Dayan. Gollop. 
which should prove extremely useful. He askel parents to help 
to make the report as complete as possible. The Synagogue had 
suffered heavily during the year through the deaths of members. 
The Hampstead Young People’s Association and other bodies con. 
nected with the Synagogue continued to make progress and to do 
good work. The number on the roll of the Hebrew Classes reache:t 
137, with an average attendance of slightly over 100. ) 

A resolution protesting against the persecution in Germany was 
carried unanimously. Mr. Gledhill asked for support for the Centra! 
Fund for German Jewry. 

Tribute was paid by Mr. A. Jackson and Mr. H. M. Cohen to Mr. 
Gledhill, who had served as an honorary officer for six years and as 
Warden-President for two years. M-. Gledhill responded.

Mr. P. JAacons, Senior Warden, presided and submitted the 
Annual Report. He said that the vear had been an active anda 
promising one and their increased membership was an indication 
that that Congregation would, before long, become one of the mos! 
successful inthe Metropolis. Had it not been for the seven-\ears 
covenant scheme the finances of the United Svnagogue would have 
been very considerably depleted. He foresaw, within the next few 
months, the necessity for enlarging their existing Classes. Their 
Board of Management had during the past year devoted a good 
deal of time and attention to the consideration of their Svnagogue 
Services. 

Alderman S. Bosom said that he was honoured by the recent 
reception given to him and the memory of it would remain with him 
throughout his life. Presenting the Balance-sheet. he said that as 
far as the finances of the Synagogue were concerned, they were in a 
very good position. They were down by £200 in their income in 
consequence of arrears in seat rentals. The United Svnagogue had 
tried to help them as far as possible and their net deficit was £35. 

Professor WRIGHT moved that the following Resolution be sent 
to Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister : 

That this General Meeting of the Golders Green Svnagogue unanimously 
begs of von to facilitate by every means in vour power the admission of Jewish 
victims of the German persecution into Palestine. 

The Resolution was seconded by Alderman BoLsom and carried 
unanimously, 

The Rey. L. LIVINGSTONE spoke of the objects of the Central Fund 
for German Refugees, which he said was mainly to tind places for 
refugees where they could earn their own livelihood.

Mr. H. NorMAN, the retiring Financial Representative, and 
Rabbi RABINOWITZ associated themselves with the Chairman's 
remarks. 

Dr. NURICK returned thanks on behalf of his father and also 
expressed his own appreciation of the presentation of the portrait 
which had been executed by Mr. Hillman. 

Mr. M. FREIDMAN moved the adoption of the report, which stated 
that the membership at the end of the year was: Gentlemen, 651 ; 
Ladies, 469. All the seats in the Synagogue were occupied, and 
there were a number of members awaiting seats. Mr. Freidman 
paid tribute to the good work which the new Minister, Rabbi L.

PROFESSOR BRODETSKY ON THE TRAGIC GERMAN LESSON. 
There was a large gathering present on Sunday when the Jewish 
National Club, 4, Fulbourne Street, Whitechapel, E., was declared open 
by Professor S. Brodetsky. Mr. Barnett Janner, M.P., presided. The

The Chairman said that the time was now ripe for a club such as 
theirs, The young people of to-day realised that the only future for Judaism 
was in the rebuilding of their own Homeland. Their terrible struggle 
against barbarism in Germany was going to be a long one ; their antagonists 
had made up their minds not to give way. The people of this country 
were animated with the best wishes towards the Jews in their suffering 
and distress. 

Professor S. Brodetsky, in declaring the Club open, said that their 
building would bo a great source of strength to Zionism in that part of 
London, The Young Zionist movement was mainly directed from that 
area, Where the real spirit of Zionism was housed. Their most important 
cccupAatiIoOnN WAS To keep thetuselves informed of what was happening in 
Jewish life all over the world. lgnorance, he said, had never yet pro- 
duced a sound judgment ; indeed, ignorance was the basis of anti-Semitism. 
The lesson of the German tragedy had to be clearly understood: it was 
that the theory of assimilation as a solution for the Jewish problem had 
heen exploded once and for all.

A Tax on Tourists ? 
NORE MONEY SOUGHT FOR JEWISH EDUCATION AND HEALTH. 


| From our Corre sponde nt... JERUSALEM. 


A proposal Is reputed to he under consideration in Government circles 
according to a report in /laaretz, of Tel-Aviv, to Impose a tax upon tourists 
entering the country. So far, the sole immigration tax levied is a £1 fee for 
permanent immigrants entering the country ; their hoveehold and persona | 
effects are otherwise « xem pted from duty. ‘The tdea of a tourist tax ts not 
a new one, and it is within current memory that a similar proposal was made 
a few years ago, 

ise al conditions do not seem to warrant the IM position of taxation 
of this sort, and the only effect might be to: scare off prospective visitors, 
‘The tourist trafhe of Palest ine does attract a considera ble volume of custom 
and it may safely be placed among the leading items of ** invisible imports.” 
The extent to which the information yiven by Haaretz is authentic cannot, 
of course, be verified in a land where so much goes on behind closed doors 
in all walks of official life, and where the least whisper or leakage Is magnified 
beyond its true proportions, but if there is some basis for the rumour, it 
raises a matter that should merit the careful consideration of inter-sectarian 
public bodies mn Palestine desirous of keeping the tourist trade on the 
prese nt level, 

Education and Health Services. 

A further £16,000 for the Jewish education and health services. and 
including a grant to the Jewish Agricultural Experiment Station (shortly 
to be incorporated in the College of Agriculture of the Hebrew University 
under the direction of Dr. Chaim Weizmann), has been secured by the 
Jewish Agency and National Council of Palestine Jews, in negotiations 
with the Palestine Government, 

It is, of course, well known that the Palestine Administration has not 
been contributing more than a meticulously proportionate quota of the 
Jewish education and health expenditure, and the consequent burden upon 
the Jewish Agency and the Yishuv has been almost insupportable, The strict - 
est retrenchment, with resultant hardships, has had to be practised. 

If the present negotiations succeed they will have the effect of giving 
no more than a fair share in Government expenditure to the Jewish popula- 
tion. ‘The present benefits to the Yishuv from the Government Budget of 
nearly £3,000 000 annually are“none too pronoun ed, 

Building for Jewish Agency. 

The -Pheenix Assurance Company is advancing the sum of £5,000 to 
the Jewish Agency to enable it to butld its own offices on the Rehavia 
King George Avenue—corner of Jerusalem, a centre which is rapidly be- 
coming the Golders Green or Finchley of this city, 

The Jewish Agency wing is the only part of the Zionist institution 
offices that remains incom plete, ‘ihe centralisation of the prin Ipal Zionist 
offices has certainly made for efliciency and harmonious inter-working 
the Jewish Agency Executive occupies temporary quarters in conjunction 
with the Keren Havesod—and the complex of buildings seems destined to 
become the Zionist “ White House,’ 


Opposition to Jabotinsky. 

The Jewish Felegraphic Agency reports Mr. M. Grossman (who is at 
present in Jerusalem) as saying that the Executive Committee of the 
Zionist Revisionist World Organisation has dissolved the Central Com- 
mittee of the Palestine Kevisionist Organisation, which had gone over to 
Mr. Jabotinsky. 

Mr. Grossman attended the inaugural meeting in Tel-Aviv of a new

Referring 
to the place which the Hospital held in the Jewish Community 
generally, he said that there could be no doubt that when their 
co-religionists were suffering it was a great relief to them to know 
that they were in a Jewish environment and were supplied with 
kasher food. He praised the work done by the Ladies” Committee, 
and especially its Chairman, Mrs. Henry Freedman. A movement had 
been initiated for giving Mrs. Freedman a substantial tribute to her 
work in the form of a Forest of Trees in her name inthe Herzl Forest 
in Palestine. The Chairman said that, for the sum of £250, it was 
possible to secure the permanent endowment of a bed in the Hospital. 
Whilst many ladies and gentlemen had already availed themselvcs 
of that privelege, there were still many beds which were un endowed, 
and as that was one of the potent means for placing the Hospital on 
a solid footing, he trusted that others would co-operate with them in 
that entJowment scheme. In conclusion, he eulogised the work of 
“Mr. Lyla Goodman (Chairman of the Hospital), and Mr. Henry

‘Mr. Magnus Goodfellow (Chairman and Managing Director), in the course 
of his speech, said: We can congratulate ourselves upon the successfal conclu. 
sion ofa year of many difficulties, which have been overcome by hard and 
persistent effort. Although foreign competition ceased a year ago—consequent 
upon the abandonment of the Gold Standard and the imposition of a tariff— 
several foreign manufacturers set up small manufacturing plants in this 
country. We therefore found ourselves faced by an increase in home competi- 
tion and it is satisfactory that we achieved so large an increase as 24 per cent. in 
our sales.

WILD DECEMBERS (Apollo). 

In writing a play on that fascinating, if somewhat gloomy. 
subject, the Bronté family, it is of necessity difficult to strike a 
pivotal point round which to build that semblance of symmetrical 
unity which is so important, if the work is to give a feeling of 
artistic satisfaction. [I presume, of course, a play which seriously 
seeks to express the drama of biographical fact and conscientious! v 
sets out to stick to what actually 
who actually lived. Miss Clemence Dane has selected the 
character of Charlotte Bronté as her centre line and grouped 
the family around. But in her faithfulness to fact. she has 
re-created stubborn characters that refuse artificial grouping, and 
so, clinging to the story of Charlotte, she has been compelled to tell 
her tale in thirteen scenes of inevitably marked independence. The 
play suffers—the character re-creation succeeds triumphantly. The 
author is magnificently served by the cast. We haye Diana Wynyard 


occurred to characters 


bringing the author of "Jane Eyre” into very definitely real life; Emlyn — 


Williams, by his acting, telling us with faultless artistry what I feel 
is the real inner story, the tragedy, of Bramwell Bronté;: and Beatrix 
Lehnian giving a profoundly truthful explanation of that mysterious 
genius Emily Bronté, probably the greatest of the three sisters. cer- 
tainly the most richly endowed withamazing personality. Thea Holme 
gives another sound piece of stage biography in her quiet, sincere 
acting of Anne, the least unusual of the trio, and the truest to her 
age. The lesser parts-are all very efficiently taken. Austin Trevor 
makes a believable M. Heger, where the author gave very little help, 
nnd treated the Brussels schoolmaster as a mere piece of furniture 
‘smmortalised by the part he played in the emotional development of 
the great Charlotte. Marcus Baron likewise filled the author's picture 
of Bronté pére to the narrow limits of the ske'ch ; and Ralph Richard. 
son played a straightforward and sympathetic Rev. Mr. Nichols, 
effectively winning through, past the pitfalls of absurdity which the 
author quite legitimately spread in his path. “ Wild Decembers’”’ 
stands out as a masterptece of characterisation by a distinguished 
author and brilliant players. The responsibility for dramatic failure 
lies entirely with history. 
REVOLT IN A REFORMATORY (Gate). 

The subject of reformatory institutions for adolescents, in what. 
ever country itis studied, is of necessity a matter involving the least 
pleasant aspects of human nature, though in a civilised state it 
should also bring to light much that is quite the reverse. Mr. P. M. 
Lampel’s play is build: round actual incidents in such an establish. 
ment in Germany. It is difficult to write with restraint of the 
revolting picture which he paints, all the more distressing 
because to those who know the heavy streak of depravity and 
brutality in the German make-up, who have but had confirmed 
by the ghastiy details of Nazi atrocities this vile fact, there is added 
to the appalling description the terrible conviction that it is all. too 
terribly. true. It is not so much the reformatory system in 
Germany which is so thoroughly disgusting as the vivid 
light which this play throws on the German = spirit, that 
glorified bestiality which is epitomised-in Nazism and apothec- 
sired by Hitler and his gang of fellow-degenerates. This is certainly 
not a play for weak nerves—the cruelty, meanness, moral degeneracy 
of the vilest type that it tells of is so sickening that the outspoken 
language is scarcely noticeable. Those comfortable, academically- 
minded old women of both sexes who pat their leisurely flanks and 
murmur fatuous platitudes about there being plenty of good as we!! 
as bad in the Reich, about winning over Germany by kindness, an i 
civilising her people by opulent friendship and generous concessions 
at Geneva, should go to the ~ Gate” theatre and see the spirit of 
“ giorious Deutschland tiber Alles,” and then think again. Perhaps 
they would come (o appreciate the realism of the French who, by 
bitter experience and geographical misfortune, know the _ sort 
of sadistic barbarians who breed beneath the palpable camouflage 
of fine wo:ds and kultur. Mr. Peter Godfrey's production and 
the acting of his players are quite brilliant. I have no room 
for the individual mention of praise the actors so richly deserve. 
if only this play, despite its revolting revelations, could b> 
thown to extensive Jewish audiences | imagine it would bring 
home in a manner unattainable in print the terrible stories 
of Jewish persecution which the pages of this journal have been 
recording in cold print, and I feel sure the Relief Fund figures 
would jump in consequence. Go to the “ Gate” and, if yourstomach 
can see it through, you will get a glimpse of the kind of persons at 
whose mercy are our wretched fellow-Jews in Germany, 

** DIPLOMACY ”’ (Prince’s). 

Mr. Charles Macdona has opened his season at the Prince’s with a 
well-tried favourite. Over fifty years have passed since Sardou’s play gained 
its first tremendous success in London, and in the present presentation an 
occasional reference, a touch here and there, has been employed to bring 
* Diplomacy” up to 1933.. Perhaps it is a sad thought that so little has 
been needed to modernise this story, when one recalls the spirit of post-war 
ilealism, which set out to make all the spying and thieving and underworld 
machinations involved in the dealings of government with government a 
thing of the bad old past. But then, with Germany back in the days of 
savagery it is possibly straining at a gnat to feel depressed at the so-called

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The Magic Cave. 


By AUNTIE. 

MONG the many notable people in by- 
gone days who embraced Judaism 
was an Arab king of Yemen named 
Abu-Karib who lived in the sixth 

century. A very interesting story is told in 
connection with his conversion which is said to 
have been due to the influence of two Rabbis 
of Yathrib, the former name of the place now 
known as Medina, which shares.with Mecca 
the distinction of being one of the principal 
holy places of Islam. It ‘is there that 
Mohammed died. 
A City BESIEGED. 

After his conversion the King, on his way 
from Yathrib to Yemen, approached Sanaa, the 
headquarters of the Imams (priestly rulers) of 
Yemen. The inhabitants closed their gates to 
him and refused him-admission because they 
had heard that he had abjured his Moslem 
faith and had adopted Judaism. When the 
elders of the city came out to parley with him, 
he said: * | will prove to you that the word of 
Moses is true and that there is none like unto 
the God of Israel.” 

THE DEVOURING FIRE. 

Then, continues the legend, he reminded 
them that there was a cave in Sanaa from 
which a fire issued continually. “Is it not 
known far and wide,” he said. “that the fire 
devours all who have falsehood on their lips 
and leaves untouched those who have truth 
and virtue on their side? Have not your 
judges,’ he went on, “from remotest times 
turned to that cave in moments of perplexity ? 
Has not the wrong-doer at once been con- 
sumed? Have not the just and righteous 
passed by unhurt? Let us put our faiths to 
the trial. Choose two of your priests and send 
them into the cave. I will send the Rabbis 
from whom I received instruction, bearing the 
Law of Moses in their hands.” 

THE ORDEAL, 


The elders could hardly do otherwise than 
agree to the King’s suggestion. They chose 
two of their number to represent Islam and 


_ they, together with the two Rabbis, went out 


to the cave; while the King and his army and 
the inhabitants of the city watched from a 
distance to see what would happen. As the 
faur men approached the mouth of the cave— 
the legend relates—a fire burst forth which 
utterly consumed the Moslem representatives 
whilst not a hair of the Rabbis was singed. 
And the story tells how the inhabitants of 
Sanaa and of the surrounding district there. 
upon became converts to Judaism. 

THE KING'S CONVERSION, 

The story of how the King was originally 
converted to Judaism. is equally interesting. 
During one of his expeditions to Northern 
Arabia, he passed through Yathrib and left his 
son there as Governor. But no sooner had he 
turned his back upon the city than news 
reached him that his son had been assassinated, 
He hastened back and laid siege to the city, 
but the inhabitants offered a determined re- 
sistance., The siege dragged on for many days 
during which the King was stricken with a 
serious illness. Two Rabbis sought and 
obtained permission to visit him. They pointed 
out to him how yain it was to attempt to 
capture so well-fortified a city and the serious 
effect the continuance of the siege would have 
upon his health. They urged him to pardon 


the murder of his son and return to Yemen. 
The King decided to act upon their advice. 
During the conversations the Rabbis dis- 
cussed Judaism with him, and he was so 
impressed with the simplicity of the Jewish 
faith and its superiority to his own that he 
embraced Judaism and afterwards persuaded 
his people to follow his example. Like many 
other incidents of this period the facts are 
overlain with legend, but there is no doubt 
that in its main outlines the story is authentic. 
The King’s son Zurah was 86 keen to protect 
the Jews that his zeal involved him in a war 
in which he was badly defeated, and so the 
dynasty came to an end,

The Magic Cave. 


By AUNTIE. 


MONG the many notable people in by- 
gone days who embraced Judaism 
was an Arab king of Yemen named 
Abu-Karib who lived in_the sixth 

century. A very interesting story is told in 
connection with his conversion which is said to 
have been due to the influence of two Rabbis 
of Yathrib, the former name of the place now 


‘known as Medina. which shares with Mecca 


the distinction of being one of the principal 
holy places of Islam. It is there that 
Mohammed died. 


A CIty BESIEGED. 


After his conversion the King, on his way 
from Yathrib to Yemen, approached Sanaa, the 
headquarters of the Imams (priestly rulers) of 
Yemen. The inhabitants closed their gates to 
him and refused him admission because they 
had heard that he had abjured his Moslem 
faith and had adopted Judaism. When the 
elders of the city came out to parley with him, 
he said: “ I will prove to you that the word of 
Moses is true and that there is none like unto 
the God of Israel.” 

THE DEVOURING FIRE. 


Then, continues the legend, he reminded 
them that there was a cave in Sanaa from 
which a fire issued continually. “Is it not 
known far and wide,” he said, “that the fire 
devours all who have falsehood on their lips 
and leaves untouched those who have truth 
and virtue on their side? Have not your 
judges,” he went on, “from remotest times 
turned to that cave in moments of perplexity ? 
Has not the wrong-doer at once been con- 
sumed? Have not the just and righteous 
Let us put our faiths to 
the trial. Choose two of your priests and send 
them into the cave. I will send the Rabbis 
from whom I received instruction, bearing the 
Law of Moses in their hands.” 

THE ORDEAL, 


The elders could hardly do otherwise than 
agree to the King’s suggestion. They chose 
two of their number to represent Islam and 
they, together with the two Rabbis, went out 
to the cave; while the King and his army and 
the inhabitants of the city watched from a 
distance to see what would happen. As the 
four men approached the mouth of the cave— 
the legend relates—a fire burst forth which 
utterly consumed the Moslem representatives 
whilst not a hair of the Rabbis was singed. 
And the story tells how the inhabitants of 
Sanaa and of the surrounding district there- 
upon became converts to Judaism. 

THE KING’s CONVERSION, 

The story of how the King was originally 
converted to Judaism is equally interesting. 
During one of his expeditions to Northern 
Arabia, he passed through Yathrib and left his 
son there as Governor. But no sooner had he 
turned his back upon the city than news 
reached him that his son had been assassinated, 
He hastened back and laid siege to the city, 
but the inhabitants offered a determined re- 
sistance.. The siege dragged on for many days 
during which the King was stricken with a 
serious illness. Two Rabbis sought and 
obtained permission to visit him. They pointed 
out to him how vain it was to attempt to 
capture so well-fortified a city and the serious 
effect the continuance of the siege would have 


the murder of his son and return to- Yemen. 
The King decided to act upon their advice. 
During the conversations the Rabbis dis- 
cussed Judaism with him, and he was so 
impressed with the simplicity of the Jewish 
faith and its superiority to his own that he 
embraced Judaism and afterwards persuaded 
his people to follow his example. Like many 
other incidents of this period the facts are 
overlain with legend, but there is no doubt 
that in its main outlines the story is authentic. 
The King's son Zurah was 86 keen to protect 
the Jews that his zeal involved him in a war 
in which he was badly defeated, and so the 
dynasty came to an end,
